To  authorize  the  clerks  of  the  various  courts  of  quarter  sessions  and 
oyer  and  terminer  to  take  recognizances  and  bail,  and  approve 
bonds,  In  certain  cases. 

SscnoN  \,  Beii  enacted,  dc,  That  the  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral courts  of  quarter  sessions  and  oyer  and  terminer  of  this 
commonwealth  shall  hereafter  have  authority,  in  all  cases,  ex- 
cepting in  the  case  of  a  defendant  charged  with  treason, 
felonious  homicide  or  voluntary  manslaughter,  to  take  bail 
and  recognizances,  and  approve  such  bonds  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  law,  whenever  the  law  judge  or  judges,  and  asso« 
ciate  judges,  if  there  be  associate  judges,  shall  be  absent 
from  the  county  seat,  or  shall  be  unable  on  account  of  sick- 
ness or  other  cause  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  their  office.

AN  ACT 

To  grant  the  consent  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  aoquiaition 
by  the  United  States  of  certain  lands  within  the  state,  and  border- 
ing  on  the  Ohio,  Monongahela  and  Yonghlogheny  rivers,  fbr  the 
purpose  of  erecting  thereon  dams,  abutments,  locks,  lock  houses, 
offices  and  necessary  structures  for  the  construction  and  mainten- 
ance of  slackwater  navigation  on  said  rivers,  and  ceding  Jurisdic- 
tion over  the  same,  and  for  imposing  fines  and  penalties  for  wilful 
injuries  to  the  grounds,  buildings  and  appurtenances  acquired  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  do..  That  whenever  the  United 
giTen  to  acquisition  States  shall  begin  the  improTements  of  the  Ohio,  Mononga- 
of  property.  j^^j^^  ^^^  Youghioghcny  rivers,  by  means  of  locks  and  per- 

manent or  movable  dams,  or  dams  with  adjustable  chutes, 
the  consent  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  through  the  gov- 
ernor thereof,  is  hereby  given  to  the  acquisition  by  the  United 
States,  by  the  purchase  or  by  condemnation,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  of  any  lands,  buildings  or  other  prop- 
erty necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  dams,  abut- 
ments, locks,  lock  houses,  chutes  and  other  necessary  struc-

«  ings  or  other  property,  when  purchased  or  acquired  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  and  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  and  control 
over  the  same  concurrently  with  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 
Proceedings  m  Sechon  2.  If  the  United  States  shall  determine  to  take 

cMes  of  dingree-  lauds,  buildings  or  other  property  necessary  for  the  purposes 
tiraf^pi^rtr'  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  buildings  or  other 
property,  for  the  compensation  to  be  made  for  such  taking, 
the  court  of  common  pleas  having  jurisdiction  in  the  county 
where  such  lands,  buildings  or  other  property  are  situated, 
shall,  upon  application  by  either  the  United  States  or  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either,  shall  appoint 
three  disinterested  freeholders,  who,  having  duly  qualified 
before  said  court,  and  having  given  such  public  notice,  and 
such  notice  to  owners  of  the  premises  to  be  viewed  and  ap- 
praised, of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  as  the  said  court 
may  direct,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  to  such  owner  or  owners,  who  shall 
make  reports  to  said  court  of  their  award,  on  or  before  the

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grieved,  made  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  report 
of  the  viewers,  for  an  issue  to  try  the  facts  in  controversy 
hetween  the  respective  parties,  and  to  determiac  the  amount 
of  compensation  due  for  property  condemned  and  taken,  or 
for  property  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  construction  or  en- 
largement of  the  works  and  improvements  contemplated  by 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  award  said  issue ; 
and  any  appeal  taken  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  signed  by 
the  party  or  parties  taking  the  same,  or  by  his  or  their  agent 
or  attorney,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  the 
party  appellant,  or  by  his  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  that  the 
same  is  not  taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  because  the 
affiabt  firmly  believes  that  injustice  has  been  done. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  punishment  forin- 
malicioiisly  injure  any  of  the  lands,  buildings  or  other  prop-  juges  done  to  prop- 
erty, acquired  or  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  ^' 
person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars,  and  to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
moDthis,  or  both  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  said 
offieDce  to  be  prosecuted  and  punished  in  any  court  of  com* 
petent  jansdiction.

Sechon  1.  Beil  enacted,  ^c,  That  the  governor  and  com-  creation  of  loan  a 
missieners  of  the  sinking  jfund  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  thoiized. 
and  empowered  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  of  the  commonwealth, 
iif  soch  amounts  and  upon  such  notice  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient  for  the  interest  of  the 
stale,  eight  million  dollars,  and  issue  certificates  of  loan,  or 
bonds  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  same,  bearing  interest  Rj^teof  interest. 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  eent.  per  annum,  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States  of  America,  semi-annually,  on 
the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  August,  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  which  certificates  of  loans  or  bonds 
shall  be  registered,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  taxation  to  be  registered.

The  bids  for  said  loan  shall  be  opened  in  the 
presence  of  the  governor  and  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund,  and  awarded  to  the  highest  bidder  :  Provided,  That 
no  certificate  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  nego- 
tiated for  less  than  its  par  value. 

Section  3.  In  evidence  of  the  good  faith  ol  the  bidder,  each 
proposal  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  deposit  of  five  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  bid  for. 

Section  4.  Bonds  of  the  state  and  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness, now  due  or  re-imbursable,  shall  be  receivable  in  pay- 
ment of  said  loan,  under  such  regulation  as  the  commission- 
ers of  the  sinking  fund  may  prescribe. 

Section   5.  That  all  trustees,   executors,   administrators, 

fS"ba*!'  *"*^  ^*^  guardians,  agents,  treasurers,  committees  or  other  persons 
holding  in  fiduciary  capacity,  are  hereby  authorized  to  bid 
for  the  loan  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  issued,  and  to  sur- 
render the  bonds  or  certificates  of  Joans  held  by  them  at  the 
time  of  making  such  bid,  and  receive  the  bonds  authorized 
to  be  issued  by  this  act. 

Section  6.  Any  person  or  persons  standing  in  a  fiduciary 
capacity,  as  stated  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  who  may 
desire  to  invest  money  in  their  hands  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trust,  may,  without  any  order  of  court,  invest  th€  same  in 
the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act,  at  a  rate  of 
premium  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent. 

Section  7  That  all  existing  laws  pr  portions  thereof,  in- 
consistent herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  equalize  the  taxation  of  corporations  and  companies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  encu)ted,  dtc ,  That  hereafter,  except  in 
the  cases  of  building  association^  banks,  savings  insti- 
tutions and  foreign  insurance  companies,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  or  treasnrer  of  every  company,  now 
or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or  under  any  law  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  of  every  company  now  or  hereafter  incor- 
porated by  any  other  state  and  doing  business  in  this 
commonwealth,  which  is  taxable  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  to  make  report  in  writing  to  the  auditor  general, 
annaally,  in  the  month  of  November,  stating  specifically 
the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  the  date,  amount  and  rate  per 
centum  of  each  and  every  dividend,  made  or  declared  by 
their  respective  corporations  during  the  year  ending  with 
«>ii«  «,i,v.i«u«  ^^  ^'^^^  Monday  in  said  month  ;  and  in  all  cases  where  any 
appraTs^'in'oertain  such  Company  shall  fail  to  make  or  declare  any  dividend 
'**^'  upon  either  its  common  '^^  r%rofnrred  stock,  during  the  year

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ending  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  upon  either  its  common  or  preferred  stock,

any  such  corporation  or  company  shall  intentionally  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  for 
three  successive  years  tbe  auditor  general  shall  report  the 
fact  to  the  governor,  who,  if  he  shall  be  made  satisfied  that 
such  failure  was  intentional,  shall  thereupon  by  proclama- 
tion declare  the  charter  of  said  corporation  or  company  for- 
feited, and  its  chartered  privileges  at  an  end,  whereupon  the 
fiame  shall  cease,  end  and  be  determined. 

Sections.    That  every  company  or  association  whatever  ^gj^ock  of  cor. 
now  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or  under  any  law  of  this

except  building  associations,  banks,  savings  institutions  and 
foreign  insurance  companies,  shall  be  subject  to  and  pay 
into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  annually  a  tax  to  be 
computed  as  iollows,  namely  r  If  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  by  such  company  or  association,  during  any 
year  ending  with  the  first  Monday  in  November,  amount  to 
six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  its 
capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  one-half  mill 
upon  the  capital  stock  for  each  one  per  oentum  of  dividend 
so  made  or  declared ;  if  no  dividend  be  made  or  declared,  or 
if  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  do  not  amount 
to  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  capital  slock, 
then  ttie  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  three  mills  upon  each  dollar 
of  a  valuation  of  the  said  capital  stock,  made  in  accordance

Sechon  I.  Beit  enacted,  do.,  That  any  person  employed 
utfder  and  by  virtue  of  any  act  of  congress  of  the  United  ^ un^tedsSteJ*** 
States,  passed  the  tenth  day  of  February,  Anno   Domini  SSSrSSJnLX 
eighteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  of  the  supplements  thereto,  »n<i  •networks, 
ornnder  the  direction  of  congress,  to  form  a  geodetic  con- 
nection between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and  to  fur- 
nish triangalation  points  for  state  surveys,  may  enter  upon 
lands  within  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  exploring,  triangu- 
lating, leveling,  surveying,  and  of  doing  any  other  work 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  said 
laws,  and  may  erect  any  works,  stations,  buildings  and  ap- 
pendages requisite  for  that  purpose,  doing  no  unnecessary 
injury  theret^.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  dc ,  That  hereafter,  except  in

Skction  3.    That  every  company  or  association  whatever  J^^gjstock  of  cor.

Beiienacledf  Sc,  That  if  any  locomotive. en- pu^jgi^ment of  en 
gineer  or  other  railroad  employee  upon  any  railroad  within  SJSSSgeJginefat 
this  state,  engaged  in  any  strike  or  with  a  view  to  incite  gJJ?i**auon'*Ac^ 
others  to  such  strike,  or  in  furtherance  of  any  combination 
or  preconcerted  arrangement  with  any  other  person  to  bring 
about  a  strike,  shall  abandon  the  locomotive  engine  in  his 
charge,  when  attached  either  to  a  passenger  or  freight  train, 
at  any  place  other  than  the  schedule  or  otherwise  appointed 
destination  of  such  train,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  con-

SEcnox  4.  If  any  person  or  persons,  in  aid  or  furtherance  punishment  for  ot- 
of  the  objects  of  any   strike,   shall   obstruct  any   railroad  fnjSriiig'property' 
track  within  this  state,  or  shall  injure  or  destroy  the  rolling  of  company. 
stock  or  any  other  property   of  any  railroad  company,  or 
shall  take  possession  of  or  remove  any  such   property,  or 
shall  prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  the  use  thereof  by  such 
railroad  company  or  its  employees,  e\^ery  such  person  so  of- 
fending shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned 
not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  one  year  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.

AN  ACT 

In  relation  to  cities  of  the  seoond  claas,  providing  for  tlie  levy,  ool- 

leotion  and  disbursement  of  taxes  and  water  rents. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  &g..  That  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  (1878)  and  every  year  thereafter, 
the  annual  levy  of  taxes  and  water  rents,  in  cities  of  the 
second  class,  shall  be  based  npon  full  statements  of  the. re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  all  the  departments  of  city  gov- 
ernment, including  education,  school  and  poor  boards,  giv- 
ing names,  dates,  amounts  and  object  of  expenditures  to  the 
finance  committee  of  the  councils  of  cities  of  the  class  afore- 
said. 

Section  2.  The  finance  committee  of  the  councils  of  the 
cities  of  the  class  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  directed, 
in  lieu  of  any  existing  authority  in  relation  thereto,  to  make 
and  agree  upon  an  estimate  of  the  various  sums  of  money 
which  in  their  discretion  will  be  required  \m  defray  all  the 
various  expenses  necessary  for  conducting  the  various  de- 
partments, whether  legislative,  executive  or  administrative, 
(including  schools  or  boards  of  education  or  poor  boards,) 
of  the  city  government,  which  estimate  shall  be  founded 
upon  reports  obtained  from  said  departments,  and  also  for 
paying  the  interest  upon  the  city  debt,  and  the  principal 
of  such  debt  falling  due ;  which  amounts,  when  so  evtab- 
lisbed  by  «aid  committee,  shall  be  certified  by  them  en  or  be- 
fore the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year  in  detail  to 
the  city  councils,  to  be  by  them  accepted  or  modified  as  the 
aggregate  expenses  of  the  city ;  and  said  councils  are  hereby 
empowered  and  directed,  annually,  to  cause  a  tax  sufficient 
for  all  purposes  to  be  levied  and  collected  of  the  estates, 
real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation  within  such  cities. 

Section  8.  The  educational,  school  and  poor  departments 
shall  be  departments  of  the  city  government,  and  the  amount 
set  apart  for  educational,  school  and  peer  purposes  shall  be 
sacred  to  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  city 
treasurer  only  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  mayor  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  city  controller.  The  educational,  school 
and  poor  funds  shall  not  be  divested  ;  warrants  on  said  fund 
shall  only  be  drawn  upon  requisitions  being  filed  with  the 
city  controller  by  the  proper,  educational,  school  or  poor 
boards. 

Section  4.  That  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  (1878)  and  every  year  thereafter,  in  cities  of  the  sec- 
ond class,  all  taxes  and  water  rents  shall  be  levied  in  the 
months  of  January  or  February ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  the  departments  of  the  city  government  to  make  re- 
ports of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  their  various  de- 
partments, upon  which  the  taxation  of  the  succeeding  year 
is  to  be  based,  to  the  finance  committee  of  the  city  councils, 
previous  to  the  thirty-first  (3lst)  day  of  December  in  each 
year.

books,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  charged  against  such  owner, 
not  to  exceed  in  any  case  one  dollar,  and  to  file  liens  therefor 
in  the  oflSce  of  the  prothonotary :  Provided,  however,  That  in 
cases  where  the  amount  of  taxes  or  water  rents  due  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  dollars  the  real  estate  shall  not  be  exposed  to 
sale,  but  the  judgment  against  the  same  may  be  kept  re- 
vived :  And  provided,  that  in  all  cases  of  sale  for  taxes  or 
water  rents,  the  city  controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  bid  on  the  property  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  city's 
lien  for  all  taxes  and  water  rente  due  and  unpaid  under  this 
act,  and  in  case  of  purchase  the  property  shall  be  subject  to 
redemption  ;  and  in  all  such  cases  neither  the  collector  or  the 
city  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  sheriff's  or  pro- 
thonotary's  costs  until  the  claim  of  the  city  and  the  said  costs 
shall  be  realized  out  oi  the  real  estate  so  bought  in  and  held 
for  the  use  of  the  city ;  in  all  cases  of  sale  the  collector  filing 
the  lien  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  authorized  by 
this  act. 

Section  10.  The  said  collector  shall  make  returfas  in  dupli- 
cate, on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  every  month,  of  his 
collections,  under'oath,  to  the  city  controller,  and  shall  de- 
posit one^copy  of  said  returns  with  said  city  controller,*  and 
shall  deposit  one  copy  of  said  returns  with  the  city  treasurer ; 
and  the  said  collector  shall  at  the  time  of  making  his  return  pay 
the  amount  of  his  collections  to  the  city  treasurer  and  take 
duplicate  receipts  therefor,  and  shall  deposit  with  the  city 
controller  one  copy  of  such  receipt.

Section  12.  All  taxes  and  water  rents  filed  as  liens  in  de- 
fault of  payment,  shall  be  liens  on'  the  real  estate  whether 
the  real  owner  is  named  or  not,  and  a  sale  upon  the  same  as 
against  the  party  assessed  shall  vest  a  good  title  in  the  pur- 
chaser thereof:  Provided,  That  the  real  owner  of  any  prop- 
erty so  sold  may  redeem  the  property  within  one  year,  upon 
petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  and  or- 
der of  said  court,  by  payment  to  the  purchaser  of  the  amount 
of  the  bid  and  ten  per  centum  additional,  the  cost  of  adver- 
tising and  all  expenses  incident  to  the  sale. 

Section  13.  Lists  of  all  unseated  lands,  and  the  names  in 
which  the  taxes  and  water  rents  are  assessed,  and  the  amount 
of  taxes  and  water  rents  due  thereon,  shall  be  advertised  in 
four  daily  papers,  to  be  designated  by  the  collector,  pub- 
lished in  cities  of  the  class  aforesaid,  once  in  each  paper  at 
diflferent  times  for  four  weeks  previous  to  the  entry  of  the 
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iicDB  with  the  prothonotary ;  the  expenses  of  such  advertis- 
ing shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  of  the  class 
aforesaid. 

SKcnoN  14  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  assessors  Board  or  MSMsotB 
in  cities  of  the  class  aforesaid  to  famish  such  collector  with  S^'Sf^i^BrtyT 
copies  of  lists  descriptive  of  all  properties  on  which  taxes 
and  water  rents  are  levied  and  assessed. 

SBcnoN  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  comftnission-  coantrcommis- 
ers  to  famish  the  collector  authorized  by  this  act  with  copies  or^^^'of^ies 
of  the  registry  of  voters  of  the  several  election  districts  in  ▼<>'«"• 
citiea  pf  the  class  aforesaid. 

Sectiok  16.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acta  conflicting  with  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  so  far  as  they  con-  ^i^^* 
flict  with  this  act.

Auihoriasing  cities  of  tiie  second  class  in  this  commonwealth  to  in- 
crease their  indebtedness  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  use  in  the  construction  of  new  water  works. 

SscnoK  1.  Beit  enacted,  dbc.  That  the  councils  of  cities 
of  the  second  class  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  increase  the  indebtedness  of  the  said  cities  of  the  second 
class  the  sum  of  three  hnndred  thousand  doUfkrs,  and  for 
tliat  puTjJOse  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  cities,  in  such  de- 
nominations as  the  said  council  shall  determine,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum :  Provided,  That  the 
proceeds  of  said  loan  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  new 
water  works,  and  that  at  the  time  of. the  creation  of  said  loan 
the  councils  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  of  the 
loan  within  thirty  years :  And  provided  also,  That  if  the  rev- 
enue from  water  works  shall  be  sufficient  after  the  payment 
of  the  running  expenses  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  previous  loans  as  provided  for  by  act  of  assem- 
bly, the  councils  shall  appropriate  such  revenue  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  loan  hereby  author- 
ized.

To  empower  any  tax  payer  of  any  township,  borongb,  school,  poor 
or  other  munioipal  district,  upon  petition  and  affidavit,  to  become 
a  party  to  any  suit  or  process  pending  against  said  district. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc,  That  in  case  of  any  unsatis- 
fied judgment  or  any  suit  or  process  of  law  against  any 
township,  borough,  school  or  poor  district,  or  other  munici- 
pal district,  in  this  commonwealth,  any  tax  payer  of  said 
district  may  inquire  into  the  validity  of  any  judgment  or  de- 
fend said  district  in  any  suit  or  judgment,  upon  petition,  ac- 
companied by  afiidavit  that  said  tax  payer  believes  that  in- 
justice will  be  done  to  said  district  in  said  suit  or  judgment, 
presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  which  said  suit 
may  be  pending  or  judgment  may  exist,  shall  have  the  right 
to  come  into  the  court  and  defend  said  district  in  any  suit, 
and  inquire  into  the  validity  of  any  judgment  against  said 
municipal  district,  as  fully  and  completely  as  the  officers  of 
said  district  would  by  law  have  tho  right  to  do  :  Provided, 
That  said  tax  payer  shall,  whenever  the  court  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  file  in  said  court  of  oommon  pleas  a  bond,  with 
one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  said 
court;,  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  said  district  from  all 
costs  that  may  accrue  in  said  suit  subsequently  to  filing  said 
petition.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  dc  ,  That  the  following  sums  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  sev- 
eral objects  hereinafter  nc^med,  for  the  year  commencing  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  2.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  state  offi- 
fi^^^andeuenMs  ccrs,  the  clerks  and  employees  of  the  several  departments  of 
of  departments.  ^^  g^g  government,  and  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
said  departments,  to  be  applied  as  provided  for  by  the  act  of

to  be  paid  on  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  superintendent  in 
favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of  this  commonwealth', 
the  snm  of  one  million  dollars,  inclusive  of  the  salaries  of 
the  county  superintendents,  and  inclusive  of  the  sam  of 
twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  for  the  education  of  teachers 
in  the  normal  schools  of  this  commonf^ealtb,  to  be  applied 
in  the  same  way  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  a  similar 
appropriation  was  directed  to  be  applied  by  the  general  ap-

one  thi/usand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  ninety  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  on  set- 
tlement of  the  accounts  of  the  public  printer  according  to 
law,  and  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general. 

For  the  payment  of  a  book  keeper  in  the  office  of  the  su»  Book  keeper  in  or- 
perintendent  of  public  printing  and  binding,  the  sum  of  three  dSSt*or*p\ffiiiciu"^^^ 
hundred  d%illars.  ^*°ff- 

Sectiok6.  To  the  publisher  of  the  legislative  record  ten  pubiiBber  or  legis 
dollars  and  forty  cents  per  page,. in  accordance  with  the  con-  >»"veiwoiti. 
tract,  and  for  printing  wrappers  for  the  same  nine  dollars  for 
each  member  of  the  house  and  senate,  according  to  the  con- 
tract, the  amount  to  be  settled  by  the  auditor  general  as  per 
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contract,  and  for  making  out  an  index  to  the  record*  the  fttl"- 
ther  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  6.  For  keeping  the  public  grounds  in  order,  and 
for  furnishing,  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  public  build- 
ings, the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  ;  and  the  superintendent  of  public  build- 
ings and  grounds  shall  file  with  the  auditor  general  certified 
vouchers  of  the  amount  expended  and  the  purposes  thereof :

Whereas,  It  frequently  happens  that  on  the  rendition  of 
a  verdict  in  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  this  common- 
wealth for  a  certain  sum  or  sums  therein  specified,  that  rea- 
sons for  a  new  trial  and  in  arrest  of  judgment  are  filed  which 
are  not  disposed  of  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  there- 
alter,  in  consequence  of  whicfar  no  judgment  being  entered 
on  the  verdict  the  party  in  whose  favor  the  same  is  has  do 
security  by  way  of  lien  for  the  amount  of  the  verdict  found  ; 
therefore, 

Section  I.  Beit  enacted,  do,,  That  whenever  a  verdict  is 
Verdicts  to  be  iienr*  rendered  by  a  jury  in  any  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of 
this  commonwealth  for  any  specific  sum  of  money,  in  such 
case  the  verdict  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  situate 
withia  the  proper  county  of  the  party  or  parties  against 
whom  said  verdict  shall  be  rendered,  which  lien  shall  remain 
unless  the  court  grant  a  new  trial  or  arrest  the  judgment ;

That  an  act,  entitled  "An 
Act  granting  the  consent  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the 
acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  certain  lands,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  erection  of  a  post  office  and  other  buildings,  in 
the  city  of  Harrisbarg,  and  ceding  jurisdiction  over  the 
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dame/'  be  and  the  fialne  is  hereby  amended,  as  follows :  Strike 
OQt  and  repeal  the  words  ''the  jnrisdiction  hereby  ceded  shall 
not  vest  until  the  United  States  shall  have  acqaired  the  title 
to  said  land  or  lands  as  herein  provided  ;  and  so  long  as  the 
said  land  or  lands  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United

first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  it  shall  <io"^fn.

Section  3.  When  a  second  opening  is  made,  one  opening 
shall  be  set  apart  exclusively  for  purposes  of  ingress'  and'

The  owner  or  agent  of  every  bituminous  coal 
mine,  whether  shaft,  slope  or  drift,. shall,  within  six  months- 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  provide, '  and  thereafter  main- 
tain, for  every  such  mine,  ample  means  of  ventilation,  afford- 
ing one  hundred  cubic  feet  per  minute,  for  each  and  every 
person  employed  in  said  mine,  which  shall  be  circulated 
around  the  main  headings  and  cross  headings  to  an  extent 
that  will  dilute,  carry  off  and  render  harmless  the  noxious 
gases  generated  therein  ;  and  all  mines  generating  fire-damp 
shall  be  kept  free  of  standing  gas,  and  every  working  place 
shall  be  carefully  examined  every  morning  with  a  safety 
lamp  by  a  competent  person  before  any  workmen  are  allowed 
to  enter. 

Section  5.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  proper  ventilation' 
of  every  coal  mine  and  promote  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
persons  employed  therein,  the  owner  or  agent  shall  employ  a 
competent  and  practical  inside  overseer  to  be  called  mining^ 
boss,  who  shall  keep  a  careful  watch  over  the  ventilating  ap- 
paratus, the  air-ways,  traveling-ways,  pumps  and  pump  tim- 
bers, and  drainage,  and  shall  see  that  as  the  miners  advance 
their  excavations,  all  loose  coal,  slate  and  rock  overhead  are 
carefully  secured  against  falling  in  or  upon  the  traveling* 
ways,  and  that  sufficient  timber  is  furnished  of  suitable  lengths 
and  sizes  for  the  places  where  they  are  te  be  used,  and  placed 
in  the  working  places  of  the  miners ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  mining  boss  to  measure  the  air  current,  at  least 
once  a  week,  at  the  inlet  and  outlet,  and  at  or  near  the  face 
of  the  headings,  and  keep  a  record  of  such  measurements,

his  duties  under  this  act,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  which 
phaji  tie  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  upon  accounts  duly  cer- 
tified by  him  and  audited  by  the  proper  department  of  the 
8lat«>.    All  instruments,  plans,  book  memoranda,  notes,  et  Plans,  *c^.^  to ^f 
cetera,  pertaining  to  the  office,  shall  be  the  property  ot  the  ceslora. 
f'tato,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  their  successors  in  office. 
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Section  9.  Each  inspector  of  bitaminous  coal  mines  shalU 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  president  judge  of  the  district  in  which  he  re- 
sides, conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and 
take  an  oath  (or  affirmation)  to  dischaige  his  duties  impar- 
tially and  with  fidelity  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability. 

Section  10.  No  person  who  shall  act  as  a  manager  or  agent 
of  any  coal  mine  or  as  a  mining  engineer,  or  to  be  interested 
in  operating  any  coal  mine,  shall  at  the  same  time  act  as  an 
inspector  of  coal  mines  under  this  act. 

Section  1 1 .  For  any  injury  to  person  or  property  occasioned 
by  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  any  wilful  failure  to  comply  with 
its  provisions  by  any  owner,  lessee  or  operator  of  any  coal 
mine  or  opening,  a  right  of  action  against  the  party  at  fault 
shall  accrue  to  the  party  injured  for  the  direct  damage  sus- 
tained thereby ;  and  in  any  case  of  loss  of  life  by  reason  of 
such  violation  or  wilful  failure,  a  right  of  action  against  the 
party  at  fault  shall  accrue  to  the  widow  and  lineal  heirs  of 
the  person  whose  life  shall  be  lost,  for  like  recovery  of  dam- 
ages for  the  injury  they  shall  have  sustained. 

Section  12.  The  inspectors  of  bituminous  coal  mines  shall 
each  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his  ofHce  ^ 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  the  mines  in  his  district  as 
often  as  possible  to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
observed  and  strictly  carried  out ;  and  he  shall  make  a  rec- 
ord of  all  examinations  of  mines,  showing  the  condition  in 
which  he  finds  them,  the  number  of  mines  in  his  district,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  in  and  about  each  mine,  the  ex* 
tent  to  which  the  law  is  obeyed,  the  progress  made  in  the 
improvement  sought  to  be  secured  by  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  number  of  accidents  and  deaths  resulting  from  inju- 
ries received  in  the  mines,  and  all  other  facts  of  public  in- 
terest concerning  the  condition  and  progress  of  mining  in  his 
district,  which  record  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month,  together  with  all  matters  and  things  furnished 
him  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  internal  aflairs,  to  be  by  him 
recorded  and  included  in  the  annual  report  of  his  department ; 
he  shall  also  from  the  time  of  his  commission  make  strict  and 
careful  inquiry  and  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  ven- 
tilation and  drainage  of  the  mines. 

Section  13.  That  the  inspectors  may  be  enabled  to  perform 
the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  them,  they  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  tu  enter  any  bituminous  coal  mine  to  i^akc 
examination  or  obtain  information;  they  shall  notify  the 
owners,  lessees  or  agents  immediately  of  the  discovery  of 
any  violations  of  this  act  and  of  the  penalty  imposed  thereby 
for  such  violation,  and  in  case  of  such  notice  being  disregar- 
ded for  the  space  of  ten  da^'s  they  shall  institute  a  prosecu- 
tion against  the  owner,  <ivvnerB,  agent  or  lessee  of  the  mine, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  of  this  act ;  in  any 
case  however  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  of

the  danger  exists  and  examine  into  the  matter,  and  if  after 
foil  investigation  thereof  they  shall  be  agreed  in  the  opinion 
that  there  is  immediate  danger,  they  shall  apply  in  the  name 
of  the  commonwealth  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  in  which  the  mine  may  be  located,  for  an  injunction  to  m^..  ^pp,y  ^  ^^rt 
sQspend  all  work  in  and  about  such  mine  or  colliery  ;  where-  torinjunctiou. 
upon  said  court,  if  the  cause  appear  to  be  sufficient,  after 
hearing  the  parties  and  their  evidence  as  in  like  cases,  shall 
issue  their  writ  to  restrain  the  working  of  said  mine  or  col-  coun  to  restrain 
liery  until  all  cause  of  danger  is  removed  ;  and  the  costs  of  working  of  mine, 
said  proceedings,  including  the  charges  of  attorney  prosecu- 
ting said  application,  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  mine 
or  colliery:  Promded,  That  no  fee  exceeding  the  sum  of  costs, 
twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  taxed  in  any  one  case  for  the 
attorney  prosecuting  such  case :  Provided  further.

Seotion  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
of  the  same  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for 
each  and  every  female  so  employed,  or  undergo  an  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  three  months  or  more  than  one  year,  or 
either  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  case. 

Seotion  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passive  of  this  act

AN  ACT 
Relative  to  the  prison  of  Northumberland  county. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted,  <fcc..  That  the  new  prison  erected 
in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  shall  be  called  by  the  name 
of  the  Northumberland  County  PrNon,and  shall  be  managed 
by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of 
inspectors  and  have  control  of  said  prison. 

Seotton  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  annually  in 
the  month  of  January  of  each  and  every  year  appoint  a 
keeper,  matron,  physician,  engineer,  or  other  employes,  if 
necessary  for  the  said  prison,  and  shall  fix  the  salary  of  each  ; 
they  shall  direct  the  purchase  of  all  material  and  supplies 
necessary  for  the  support,  employment  and  keeping  of  pris- 
oners in  said  prison,  shall  direct  the  sale  of  all  articles  manu- 
factured in  said  prison,  and  do  all  other  needful  acts  and 
things  for  the  good  order  and  successful  management  of  the 
same;  they  shall  cause  all* moneys  and  revenues  arising  from 
said  prison  to  be  placed  in  the  treasury  and  charged  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  count}-,  and  shall  pay  all  expenses  by  orders 
drawn  thereon  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  3.  They  shall  visit  the  said  prison  at  least  once  a 
week,  and  oflener  if  necessary,  to  see  that  the  duties  of  the 
officers  and  employes  are  strictly  performed,  shall  prevent 
oppression,  peculation  or  mismanagement,  shall  visit  and 
speak  to  each  prisoner  unattended  by  the  officers  or  keepers 
of  said  prison,  shall  consider  all  complaints  that  may  be  made, 
and  have  power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations,  and  to 
examine  any  person  relative  to  any  matter  within  the  pur- 
view of  their  duties,  and  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  the 
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matron,  keeper,  physician,  or  any  employ d,  and  to  supply  all 
Tacancies  thus  or  otherwise  occurring.  They  shall  cause  ac- 
curate books  of  account  to  be  kept  by  the  commissioners' 
clerk  of  all  materials  purchased  or  articles  sold,  and  of  all 
transactions  connected  with  the  keeping  and  management  of 
said  prison,  and  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  first  term  of 
said  court  in  every  year,  which  report  shall  contain  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  received  into  said  prison,  their  age,  sex, 
alleged  place  of  nativity,  and  rcbideuce,  tluie  of  commitment, 
for  what  offense  committed,  and  noting  those  who  have  been 
sick,  escaped,  died,  been  pardoned  or  discharged,  and  giving 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  prison  for  the  preced- 
ing year ;  whereupon  the  court  shall  make  such  order  as  may 
be  advisable,  and  cause  the  said  report  to  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

SiCTiON  4.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power,  with  S^J/®",*"**  *'***' 
the  approval  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county, 
to  make  all  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  general  prison  laws  and  policy  of  the  commonwealth,  as 
may  be  necessary,  relative  to  the  clothing,  food,  labor  and 
treatment  of  prisoners,  and  all  other  matters  and  things  con- 
cerning the  management  and  government  of  said  prison,  and 
shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  court  aforesaid,  prescribe  the 
conduct  and  duties  of  the  keeper,  underkeeper,  matron, 
physician  and  all  other  employ^  in  and  around  said  prison. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  in  any  sentences, 
of  the  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  North- 
umberland of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  the  punishment  of 
which  is  or  shall  be  imprisonment  and  labor  in  the  peniten- 
tiary, and  whose  term  of  imprisonment  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  year,  may  be  sentenced  by  the  said  courts  to  undergo 
such  imprisonment  and  labor  in  the  eastern  penitentiary  or 
in  the  Northumberland  county  prison,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  said  court. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Removal  of  eon- 
courts  aforesaid,  at  their  discretion,  to  issue  an  order  to  the  the^'p^Sitentfary! 
commissioners  and  keeper  of  the  Northumberland  county 
prison  for  the  removal  of  any  convict  or  convicts,  heretofore 
sentenced  or  who  shall  be  hereafter  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment and  labor  in  the  said  Northumberland  county  prison 
to  the  eastern  penitentiary,  in  which  they  shall  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term  of  their  several  sentences,  or  to  issue  an 
order  to  the  inspectors  and  keepers  of  the  eastern  peniten- 
tiary, for  the  removal  of  any  convict  or  convicts  who  have 
been  heretofore  sentenced  to  the  eastern  penitentiary  by  the 
courts  aforesaid  from  the  said  eastern  penitentiary  to  the  said 
prison  of  Northumberland  county,  in  which  they  shall  serve 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  their  several  sentences,  which  said 
order  or  orders  shall  be  executed  by  the  sheriff  of  Northum- 
berland county,  and  that  in  all  future  cases  arising  under  this 
act  the  sentence  of  the  court  shall  be  construed  to  embrace 
the  said  power  of  removal  as  fully  as  if  the  same  were  ex- 
pressly mentioned  therein. 

Section  T.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  Northum-  DiJwharKcs. 
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berland  county  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  aathorized  to 
discharge  from  prison,  without  the  delay  and  expense  of  any 
proceeding  under  the  insolvent  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
every  convict  who  shall  have  served  out  the  term  of  his  or 
her  imprisonment,  notwithstanding  such  convict  shall  not 
have  paid  the  costs  of  prosecution,  fine,  or  made  restitution 
or  paid  the  value  of  stolen  property :  Provided^  That  in  the 
opinion  of  said  commissioners  such  convict  is  unable  to  pay 
or  restore  the  same :  And  provided^  That  such  discharge 
shall  not  prevent  the  commonwealth,  or  any  person  interested 
in  such  pa3^ment  or  restitution,  from  proceeding  by  action 
to  recover  the  same  from  the  property  of  said  convict ;  but 
no  such  convict  shall  be  so  discharged  until  he  or  she  shall 
have  made  under  oath  or  affirmation  duplicate  schedules  of 
all  his  or  her  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  so  far  as  she 
or  he  can  ascertain  the  same,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed 
among  the  papers  of  said  prison,  and  the  other  delivered  to 
the  clerk  of  the  proper  court  to  be  filed  among  the  other 
papers  of  the  case:  Provided  further^  That  nothing  in  said 
proceeding  shall  either  add  to  or  take  from  the  liability  of 
said  county  for  costs  under  existing  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth«

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  harbor  master  of  the  port  of  Philadel- 
phia, to  pay  expenses  of  his  offioe. 

Whereas,  The  duties  of  the  harbor  master  have  greatly 
increased  within  the  last  few  years  : 

And  whereas^  It  becomes  necessary  to  have  deputies  to 
assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  which  are  neces- 
sary and  imperative  to  the  protection  of  vessels  and  to  the 
advantage  of  the  commercial  interests  of  the  commonwealth ; 
therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <^c..  That  four  thousand  ($4,000) 
dollars  per  annum  be  paid  to  the  harbor  master  at  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  pay  and  salary  of  deputies,  rent  of  office,  fuel, 
stationery  and  messenger.  The  accounts  of  disbursements 
made  by  the  harbor  master  for  payment  of  salaries,  rent  of 
office,  stationery  and  fuel,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  au-

Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  no  person  shall  be  em-  peddimg  with- 
ployed  or  concerned  in  the  business  or  emploj'^ment  of  hawk-  Jjw.l^^j'*"®'  p*"**" 
ing,  peddling,  or  selling  produce  or  merchandise,  or  either  or 
any  of  them,  within  the  limits  of  the  cities  of  the  second  and 
third  class  of  this  commonwealth,  without  having  previously 
taken  out  a  license;  and  if  any  person  shall  go  from  house  to 
house,  within  the  limits  of  said  cities,  to  sell  or  expose  to  sale 
such  articles,  or  any  of  them,  without  having  paid  such  sum 
as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance  of  the  city  councils,  into  the 
treasury  thereof,  and  received  a  license  therefor,  the  person 
or  persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and 
every  offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  penalty. 
and  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  before  any  alderman  residing 
in  the  city  wherein  said  offense  shall  have  been  committed, 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  one-half  of

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dhc.^  That  whenever  any  county  Erection  of !.«.. 
ofthis  commonwealth  shall  attain  to  a  population  of  one  hun-  oonnuei,  anthor- 
dred  and  fifty  thousand  or  more,  or  that  has  already  reached 
the  same,  it  may  be  divided,  and  a  new  county  erected  there- 
from, upon  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  proposed  new  county  district  voting  at  an  election  to 
be  called  for  such  purpose. 

Section  2.  Persons  desiring  the  erection  of  a  new  county.  Application  to  be 
as  aforesaid,  shall  file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  intemal  ^^^^' 
affairs  an  application,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  county 
proposed  to  be  divided,  its  area  in  square  miles,  and  the  pop- 
ulation at  the  preceding  United  States  census,  a  particular 
2  Laws. 
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description  of  the  boundary  line  of  the  proposed  division, 
and  the  distance  of  the  nearest  point  thereof  to  the  county 
seat,  the  name  of  the  proposed  new  county,  the  names  of  the 
towns  and  municipalities  or  parts  thereof  that  will  be  in- 
cluded, its  number  of  square  miles  and  population ;  said  ap- 
plication shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  one  thousand  of  the 
taxable  inhabitants  of  the  said  proposed  new  county  district, 
and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  not  less  than  six  qual- 
ified electors. 

Section  3.  Whereupon  the  secretary  of  internal  affairs 
shall  immediately  notify  the  governor  and  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth,  who,  together  with  the  secretary  of  in- 
ternal affairs,  shall  immediately  consider  said  application, 
and  if  it  shall  conform  to  the  constitutional  requirements  re- 
specting the  erection  of  new  counties,  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  forthwith  appoint  three  disinterested  commis- 
sioners, not  residents  of  the  county  affected,  to  inquire  into 
and  make  report  concerning  the  same. 

Section  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  to  perform 
their  duties  with  fidelity,  and  they  or  a  majority  of  them 
shall  forthwith  cause  an  accurate  survey  of  said  proposed 
new  county  district  to  be  made,  and  establish  and  mark  the 
boundary  line  of  division  of  the  old  county ;  they  shall  es- 
timate as  nearly  as  possible  the  population  of  the  proposed 
new  county  district,  and  within  sixty  days  from  the  time  of 
their  appointment  shall  file  in  the  office  of  said  secretary  of 
internal  affairs  an  accurate  report  of  all  the  facts  in  the  prem- 
ises, together  with  an  accurate  map  of  the  proposed  new 
county ;  if  it  shall  appear  from  such  report  that  said  new 
county  may  be  established  without  conflicting  with  the  con- 
stitutional provisions  as  to  territory,  population,  and  the 
nearest  distance  of  the  boundary  line  to  the  county  seat, 
then  the  governor  shall  issue  a  proclamation  ordering  an 
election  to  be  held  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  pro- 
posed new  county  district. 

Section  6.  If  any  general  election  shall  take  place  within 
sixty  days  from  the  time  of  filing  said  report,  then  said 
election  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day,  otherwise  the  gover- 
nor shall  fix  tlie  day,  and  in  any  event  said  proclamation 
shall  be  published  for  four  consecutive  weeks  prior  thereto 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  each  town  or  city 
where  newspapers  are  now  published  in  the  new  district. 

Section  6.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  as  all  other 
elections  in  this  commonwealth  are  conducted,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.  The  ballots  shall  be  labeled 
upon  the  outside  "  new  county,"  and  upon  the  inside  "  for 
the  new  county  "  or  "  against  the  new  county,"  as  the  elector 
may  desire  to  vote. 

Section  7.  In  case  of  a  division  of  a  town  by  the  pro- 
posed boundary  line,  leaving  the  fraction  thereof  in  the  pro- 
posed new  county  without  a  polling-place,  it  shall  be  the

The  place  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the 
county  seat,  and  the  commissioners  of  the  county  shall  as 
soon  as  convenient  proceed  to  construct  the  necessary  build- 
ings therefor  at  the  county  seat,  but  before  any  particular 
location  shall  be  fixed  it  shall  have  the  approval  of  the  grand 
jury  of  the  county. 

Section  16.  The  property  and  taxable  inhabitants  of  all 
the  territory  of  the  new  county,  after  its  erection,  shall  con- 
tinue liable  for  the  payment  of  and  shall  pay  its  share  of  any 
debt  of  the  county,  from  which  such  portion  of  territory  was 
taken,  existing  at  the  time  of  the  erection  of  such  new  county, 
in  proportion  to  the  valuation  of  its  taxable  property  and 
number  of  taxable  inhabitants ;  and  the  same  shall  be  ad- 
justed by  the  commissioners  of  the  two  counties,  within  a 
year  after  the  erection  of  the  new  county,  and  in  the  event  of 
any  question  arising  between  said  commissioners  in  regard  to 
said  adjustment  about  which  said  commissioners  a,re  unable 
to  a^ree,  said  question  shall  be,  upon  the  demand  of  the 
commissioners  of  either  county,  referred  to  and  adjusted  by 
two  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  the  two 
counties  longest  in  commission,  in  such  way  as  they  may 
deem  best,  an  J  the  amount  of  indebtedness  so  adjusted  and 
found  due,  if  any,  to  the  old  county,  sUall  be  paid  by  the  new 
county  to  the  old  by  bonds  issued  therefor,  or  by  a  tax  for 
that  purpose,  to  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  su;h 
territory  after  the  erection  of  such  new  county ;  the  whole 
debt  so  adjusted  to  be  paid  within  ten  years  after  the  erec- 
tion of  said  new  county. 

Section  17.  Any  contest  concerning  the  election  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  determined  as  is  provided  by  law  for 
the  contest  of  the  election  of  common  pleas  judges.

ing associations  by  said  act,  which  reads,  as  follows :  "  That 
any  association  of  persons  owning  or  leasing  grounds  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  camp  meetings,  for  religious  purposes  in 
this  state,  may  apply  to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  county  within  which  the  said  grounds  or  prem- 
ises may  be  isituated,  to  appoint  such  person  as  the  said  asso- 
ciations may  designate  to  act  as  policeman  for  said  associa- 
tion.

on  such  grounds  and  premises  to  such  regulations  so  ordained  dionoe  toaame. 
and  published,  and  to  detain  offenders  for  a  period  of  time 
not  exceeding  twelve  hours,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  until  they 
can  be  catried  before  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  alder- 
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man  or  judge  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  there  to  be  fined, 
bailed  or  committed  as  the  magistrate  hearing  the  case  may 
determine. 

Badges  of  office.  SECTION  6.  Such  camp  ground  police  shall^  when  on  duty, 
severally  wear  a  metallic  shield,  with  the  words  "camp  po- 
lice ''  and  the  name  of  the  association  for  which  appointed 
inscribed  thereon,  and  such  shield  shall  always  be  worn  in 
plain  view  except  when  employed  as  detectives.

and  in  its  franchises,  as  in  the  case  of  the  mortgaging  of  a 
freehold  interest  and  title,  as  to  lien,  notice,  evidence  and 
priority  of  paj'ment:  Provided^  That  such  mortgages  shall 
be  acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  mort- 
gages of  real  estate.

councils,  to  lay  a  track  thereupon,  for  a  distance  not  exceed- 
ing six  hundred  feet,  or  with  the  consent  of  the  company 
whose  track  is  already  laid  thereon,  to  use  such  track;  and.

Be  it  enacted^  dtc,^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect,  place  or  have  any  booth, 
stall,  tent,  shed,  carriage,  boat  or  vessel,  or  any  other  place 
or  vehicle  whatever,  for  the  purpose  or  use  of  selling,  giving 
or  otherwise  disposing  of  all  or  any  kinds  of  articles  of  traf- 
fic or  merchandise,  (except  as  hereinafter  excepted,)  within 
one  mile  of  any  camp  meeting  held  for  religious  worship  in 
this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  an  im- 
prisonment of  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both  or  either,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court.

Be  it  enactedj  (tc.j  That  whenever  any  borough  on  division  of 
in  this  commonwealth  may  be  divided  into  wards,  in  accord-  wa'rTt?&  rsepa- 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple-  rate  election  disl 
ment,  every  such  ward  from  and  after  such  division  shall  be  *'*®'' 
a  separate  election  district,  and  annually  thereafter  shall  elect 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  members  of  borough 
coancils,  and  shall  elect  such  other  public  officers  as  are 
authorized  In  boroughs,  wards  and  election  districts  under 
existing  laws:  Fro  aided  however^  That  in  every  such  borough  Election  of 
there  shall  be  elected  a  burgess,  assistant  burgess,  two  justices  offloerfl. 
of  the  peace,  three  auditors,  high  constable  and  six  school

by  law  of  assistant  assessors  in  making  the  triennial  assess- 
ment in  the  several  wards,  and  there  shall  not  in  any  such 
wards  be  any  assistant  assessors  elected. 
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Section  3.  That  on  the  first  Friday  after  each  borough 
election  held  in  boroughs  divided  as  aforesaid,  the  judges  of 
election  of  the  various  wards  in  such  boroughs  shall  meet  at 
the  place  of  meeting  of  town  councils  in  such  borough,  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  after  organizing  shall  can- 
vass the  votes  cast  for  officers  required  by  the  first  section 
of  this  act  to  be  elected  by  the  concurrent  votes  of  the 
various  wards  in  such  borough,  and  shall  ascertain  and  de- 
clare the  result  of  such  election  and  grant  certificates  to  the 
persons  elected  to  fill  such  offices. 

Section  4.  That  such  borough  officers  as  may  be  in  office 
at  the  time  of  the  division  of  any  such  borough  into  wards 
as  aforesaid,  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the

Requiring  owners  and  operators  of  oil  lands  to  ping  their  wells,  so  as 
to  shut  oft*  all  fresh  water  from  the  oil  bearing  rock,  and  to  exclude 
the  oil  and  gas  from  the  fresh  water  before  abandonment,  and  pro- 
viding a  penalty  for  neglect  to  perform  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <£'C.,  That  all  owners  of  and 
operators  of  oil  lands  within  this  commonwealth,  shall  in  a 
practical  manner  plug  their  wells,  at  proper  depth,  with  wood 
and  sediment,  in  a  manner  sufficient  to  exclude  all  fresh  water 
from  the  oil  bearing  rock,  and  to  prevent  the  flow  of  oil  or 
gas  into  the  fresh  water. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  tlian 
twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense,  which  shall  be  paid  one  half  to  the  informer  and  the 
other  half  to  the  school  district  in  which  the  offense  is  com- 
mitted, which  shall  be  collected  as  fines  of  like  manner  are 
by  law  collected. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  the  owner  of  any   well  has 


owners  may  plug  abandoned  the  same  or  does  not  reside  in  the  county  in  which

Be  it  enacted^  dbc.^  That  from  and  after  the  ^,^1^1^^^^,^,^ 
passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  lawful  for  any  person  or  nets,  prohibited, 
persons  to  place  any  set  net  or  set  nets,  fish  baskets,  pond 
nets,  gill  nets,  eel  weirs,  kiddles,  brush  or  facine  nets,  fyke 
nets,  or  any  other  permanently  set  means  of  taking  fish,  or 
otherwise,  in  the  nature  of  seines,  in  any  of  the  waters  of 
Lake  Erie,  or  bays,  ponds  and  bayous    adjacent  thereto, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  commonwealth ;  any  person  pe^^ity, 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  convicted  of  violating  Forfeiture  of

allowed  or  retained  by  any  officer  of  said  home  of  the  desti- 
tute, and  all  books  and  accounts  shall  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  tax  payers  of  the  county  at  all  times  during  busi- 
ness hours. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month,  to  transact  such  business  as  may  be 
placed  before  them,  and  at  such  other  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  determine,  when  they  shall  visit  the  de- 
partments and  see  that  the  inmates  are  comfortably  sup- 
ported, and  hear  all  the  complaints  and  redress  or  cause  to 
be  redressed  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  neglect  or 
the  misconduct  of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employ- 
ment or  in  any  other  manner. 

Section  6.  The  annual  salary  of  each  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  shall  be  as  follows :  In  counties  containing  fifty 
thousand  population  or  less,  one  hundred  dollars  ;  in  coun- 
ties containing  over  fifty  thousand  and  less  than  one  hun- 
dred thousand,  two  hundred  dollars;  in  counties  of  over  one 
hundred  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  no 
other  allowances  whatsoever  shall  be  made  for  traveling  or 
any  other  expenses. 

Section  7.  The  members  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
home  of  the  destitute  or  poor  house  in  counties  where  such 
boards  are  in  existence  at  the  time  when  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  go  into  effect,  and  whose  terms  of  office  shall 
not  have  expired  at  the  first  election  for  choosing  the  board 
of  directors,  are  hereby  declared  members  of  said  board  until 
their  terms  shall  have  expired:  Provided  however ^  That 
only  three  members  shall  then  be  elected,  and  two  candidates 
shall  be  voted  for  by  each  elector. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  super- 
intendent of  the  home  for  the  destitute,  who  shall  be  of  good 
moral  character  and  well  acquainted  with  the  rules  of  hygiene 
and  of  proper  business  qualifications,  and  who  shall  have 
been  a  resident  of  the  county  in  which  he  is  chosen  at  least 
for  a  period  of  Rve  years,  and  shall  serve  until  the  term  of 
the  board  appointing  said  superintendent  shall  expire,  unless 
sooner  removed  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. It  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  charge  of  the  home  for 
the  destitute  and  provide  for  the  inmates  the  necessaries  of 
life,  and  he  shall  have  the  charge  of  them  and  of  all  properties, 
industries  and  farming  operations,  and  superintend  and  con- 
trol the  same,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by 
the  board  of  directors  for  the  government  of  the  home ;  lie 
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shall  keep  all  accounts,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the  board 
of  directors  as  required  annually,  or  oflener  if  the  board 
shall  desire  him  to  do  so ;  his  salary  shall  be  fixed  b}"^  the 
board  of  directors  at  a  specified  amount  annually,  before  he 
shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  competent  physician  Physician, 
and  surgeon,  irho  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  regularly  author- 
ised school  of  medicine  and  surgery,  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter, and  a  resident  of  the  county,  for  not  less  than  two  years 
unless  sooner  removed  for  cause.  In  counties  whose  popu- 
lation does  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  his  salary  shall  be  three 
hundred  dollars.

At  their  first  regular  meeting,  the  board  of  conntrtobe  dis- 
directors  shall  divide  the  county  into  five  districts,  as  nearly  *'*®'«**- 
equal  as  possible,  and  assign  one  of  their  number  to  each 
district,  who  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  such  cases 
as  shall  have  come  under  the  care  of  the  county. 

Section  12.  The  second,  third,  sixth,  tenth  and  eleventh  Bepeai. 
sections  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  all 
other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  relating  to  county  homes  for  the 
destitute  or  county  poor  houses,  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed : 
Provided^  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  any  act 
or  part  of  act  relating  to  any  county  in  which  a  poor  house 
or  poor  farm  is  already  established  and  controlled  by  a  board 
of  poor  house  directors.

AN  ACT 
To  amend  section  fourteenth  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines,"  approved 
the  third  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thonsand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy,  and  extending  the  provisions  thereof  to  so  much  of  the 
counties  of  Wayne  and  Susquehanna  in  which  coal  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  mined. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dbc.^  That  section  fourteenth  of 
an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  providing  for  the  health  and  safety 
of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines,''  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  a  board  of  examiners  selected  for  that  purpose,  com- 
posed of  three  reputable  coal  miners  in  practice  and  two  re- 
putable mining  engineers,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Luzerne  county,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  appoint 
three  properly  qualified  persons  to  fill  the  offices  of  inspectors 
of  coal  mines  and  collieries  for  the  counties  of  Susquehanna, 
Wayne,  Luzerne  and  Carbon,  whose  commissions  shall  be 
for  the  term  of  five  years  or  during  good  behavior;  but  they 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  removal  from  office  for  neglect 
of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for,  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  have  attained 
the  age  of  thirty  years,  be  citizens  of  Penn8ylvaiiia,and  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  different  systems  of  working  coal  mines, 
and  have  been  intimately  connected  with  the  anthracite  coal 
mines  of  Pennsylvania  for  period  of  five  years,  and  have  had 
experience  in  the  working  and  ventilation  of  coal  mines  where 
fire-damp  and  noxious  gases  are  evolved.  Before  entering 
upon  their  duties  they  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
an  officer  qualified  to  administer  the  same,  that  they  will  ))er- 
form  the  duties  of  the  office  with  impartiality  and  fidelity, 
which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotar}^  of  the  county,  and  they  shall  provide  them- 
selves with  the  most  approved  modem  instruments  and 
chemical  tests  for  carrying  out  the  intentions  of  this  act. 
The  examiners  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county,  at 
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the  first  term  of  the  court  in  each  year,  to  hold  their  places

Whereas,  Under  the  act  of  assembly  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  first  day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  the 
supplements  thereto,  in  relation  to  the  incorporation  of  bank-

at  length  on  his  docket,  and  furnish  the  owner  with  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  registry  so  made,  for  which  services  the 
clerk  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  one-half  for  the  use 
of  the  county  in  which  such  registry  is  made. 

Section  2.  That  the  owner  of  any  dog  so  registered  selling 
the  same,  may  transfer  such  certificate  of  registry  to  the  pur- 
chaser, who,  on  presenting  the  same  to  the  clerk,  shall  note 
the  transfer  on  his  docket,  and  index  the  same  in  the  name 
of  the  person  purchasing,  and  the  same  shall  stand  to  his  or

Schuddemage  was  directed  and  required  to  furnish  material, 
and  to  do  work  not  included  in  the  specification  called  for  in 
the  contract,  and  thereb}-  sustained  a  great  loss ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted^  dcc,^  That  the  auditor  general,  claim  to  be  ex- 
attorney  general,  secretary  of  internal  affairs,  adjutant  gen-  J^^^nd'^^ii^*^ 
eral  and  state  treasurer,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  a  com- 
mission to  examine  the  matter  set  forth  in  the  preamble,  and  a

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arsenal,  and  if  indebted,  to  audit  the  account  of  said  Schudde- 
mage,  and  determine  the  amount  of  said  indebtedness,  and  a 
sum  suflScient  to  pay  any  indebtedness  found  by  said  com- 
mission to  be  due  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

value  of  the  lot  of  ground  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the

fore the  ground  was  broken  for  said  building  or  buildings  or 
afterwards;  and  the  fund  realized  from  any  judicial  sale  ^pp^opyj^tjon 
shall  be  first  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  assessed  ofproceeds  of 
value  of  the  land,  second  to  the  payment  and  discharge  of 
the  mechanics'  liens  filed  or  that  may  be  entitled  to  be  filed 
against  the  property  under  this  supplement  or  other  existing 
laws  relating  to  mechanics'  liens,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to 
the  payment  and  discharge  of  said  advance  money  mortgage,

commonwealth,  shall  neglect  or  refase  to  keep  their  road  in 
good  traveling  order  and  repair  for  the  space  of  twenty  days, 
and  information  thereof  shall  be  given  under  oath  or  affir- 
mation to  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  neighborhood  and 
county,  designating  where  and  what  respect  said  road  is  de- 
fective, such  justice  shall  issue  a  precept  to  any  constable  of 
the  county,  requiring  him  to  notify  the  gate-keeper  nearest 
whose  gate  the  part  or  parts  of  the  road  complained  of  is 
situated,  that  on  a  certain  day  and  at  a  certain  hour  therein 
mentioned,  not  less  than  three  uor  more  than  six  days  there- 
after, three  freeholders  will  be  chosen  at  his  office  to  hold 
an  inquest  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  the  matter  specified 
in  said  information,  an  attested  copy  of  which  precept  shall 
be  given  by  said  constable  to  said  gate-keeper  at  the  time  of 
serving  said  notice. 

Section  2.  The  three  persons  mentioned  in  the  preceding  selection  of  in. 
section,  shall  be  chosen  as  follows :  At  the  time  and  place  ^i'*®"*- 
fixed  as  aforesaid,  the  said  justice  shall  prepare  a  list  of 
names  of  fifteen  reputable  freeholders  of  the  vicinity,  and

shall  alternately  strike  out  one  name  from  the  list  till  only 
three  names  remain,  which  three  shall  be  the  persons  to  hold 
said  inquest;  should  either  party  be  unrepresented  at  the 
time  of  choosing  said  freeholders,  the  justice  shall  act  for 
him  or  them,  and  should  neither  party  be  present  or  repre- 
sented the  Justice  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freehold- 
ers to  hold  said  inquest. 

DntieBofinqaett.  SECTION  8.  The  Inquest  thus  chosen  shall,  after  having 
been  dul}'  sworn  or  aflSrmed,  proceed  to  view  the  part  or 
parts  of  the  road  complained  of,  and  shall  report  to  the  said 
justice  in  writing,  under  their  hands  and  ^eals,  or  the  hands 
and  seals  of  a  majority  of  them,  within  five  days  afler  said 
view,  whether  the  said  road  be  so  out  of  order  and  repair  as 
to  be  inconvenient  or  dangerous  for  travel,  and  if  so  found 
the  said  justice  shall  adjudge  the  said  company  to  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  paya- 
ble to  tbe  road  commissioners  or  supervisors  of  the  town- 
ships in  which  the  portion  of  the  road  so  found  defective  is 
situate,  and  shall  enter  judgment  therefor  as  other  judgments 
for  like  amount  are  now  entered  :  Provided^  That  said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  proper  county  as  in  other  cases  of  judg- 
ments of  like  amount  entered  before  such  justice :  And  pro- 
vided further y  That  no  proceeding  shall  be  commenced 
under  this  act,  unless  the  complainant  or  some  other  person 
shall  have  given  fifteen  da3's'  previous  notice  in  writing  to 
the  gate-keeper  nearest  to  whose  gate  the  part  or  parts  of 
the  road  complained  of  is  situate,  specifying  particularly  the 
part  or  parts  of  the  road  alleged  to  be  out  of  repair  and  the 
nature  of  the  defect  alleged,  and  notifying  him  that  unless  it 
be  repaired  within  fifteen  days  complaint  will  be  made  as 
herein  provided. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  of  each 
township  to  make  return  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  proper  county  of  defects  in  turnpike  and  plank  roads, 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  they  now 
make  returns  of  defects  in  public  roads ;  and  the  officers  of 
every  plank  road  or  turnpike  company,  on  indictment  found 
on  such  return  or  information  made  by  any  citizen  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  as  in  other  cases,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  for  allowing  defects  in  the  turnpike  or  plank 
road  under  their  control  that  road  commissioners  or  super- 
visors now  are  for  defects  in  public  roads. 

Repeal.  SECTION  5.  Clause  seven  of  section  thirty  of  the  act,  ap- 

proved April  twenty-nine,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and 
regulation  of  certain  corporations,"  is  hereby  repealed  so  far 
as  it  applies  to  plank  roads  and  turnpikes  only.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d;c,,  That  every  person  who  shall  venders  of  oieo- 
nuinufactare  for  sale,  or  who  shall  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  SSarPthe'iame. 
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any  article  or  substance  in  semblance  of  batter  or  cheese, 
not  the  legitimate  product  of  the  dairy,  and  not  made  ex- 
clusively of  milk  or  cream,  but  into  which  the  oil  or  fat  of 
animals  not  produced  from  milk  enters  as  a  component  part, 
or  into  which  melted  butter  or  any  oil  thereof  has  been  in- 
troduced to  take  the  place  of  cream,  shall  conspicuously  and 
durably  stamp,  brand  or  mark  upon  every  tub,  firkin,  box  or 
package  of  such  article  or  substance,  the  word  "  oleo-marga- 
rin,"  in  type  or  letters  not  less  than  one-half  inch ;  and  in 
case  of  retail  sale  of  such  article  or  substance  in  parcels,  the 
seller  shall  in  all  cases  deliver  therewith  to  the  purchaser  a 
written  or  printed  label,  bearing  the  plainly  written  or  printed 
word  "  oleo-margarin,*'  in  type  or  letters  us  aforesaid  ;  and 
every  sale  of  such  article  or  substance  not  so  stamped,  branded, 
marked  or  labeled,  is  declared  to  be  unlawful,  and  no  action 
shall  be  maintained  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state  to  re- 
cover upon  any  contract  for  the  sale  of  any  such  article  or 
substance  not  so  stamped,  branded,  marked  or  labeled. 

Section  2.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  sell  or  offer 
to  sell,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  of  the  said  article 
or  substance  required  by  the  first  section  of  this  act  to  be 
stamped,  marked  or  labeled,  as  therein  stated,  not  so  stamped, 
marked  or  labeled,  or  in  case  of  retail  sale,  without  delivery 
of  a  label  required  by  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  for  each 
such  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  with  costs  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state 
having  cognizance  thereof,  in  an  action  to  be  prosecuted  by 
the  district  attorney  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  the  one- 
half  of  such  recovery  shall  be  paid  to  the  informer  and  the 
residue  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the 
county  where  such  recovery  is  had. 

Section  3.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  sell,  or  offer

knowledge  of  the  character  of  the  article  so  sold  or  offered, 
and  that  the  same  was  not  marked,  branded,  stamped  or 
labeled  as  required  by  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  o&c,  Thatif  any  person  shall  enter 
carrying  nftro.  into  OF  upon  any  railroad  train,  locomotive,  tender  or  car 
pedoVs  on?ra?Di.  thereof,  or  into  or  upon  any  stage  coach,  or  other  conveyance 
'  used  for  the  carrying  of  freight  or  passengers,  having  in  his 
custody  or  about  his  person  any  nitro-glycerine  or  torpedo, 
shall  carry  or  cause  to  be  carried  other  than  as  freight  regu- 
larly shipped  as  such,  such  substance,  material  or  device, 
upon  such  train,  locomotive,  tender,  car,  coach  or  other  con- 
veyance, such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  to  undergo  an  in- 
prisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  either,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.

AN  ACT 

TO  facilitate  the  payment  of  debts  contracted  in  the  construction  of  state 
roads  in  tliis  commonweal th,  laid  out  and  opened  in  pursuance  of 
authority  conferred  by  special  acts  of  the  legislature,  and  to  authoriae 
the  completion  of  any  of  said  roads  still  unfinished. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dcc,^  That  in  all  cases  where  a 
public  highway  has  been  laid  out,  opened,  or  partially  opened, 
by  commissioners  under  authority  derived  from  any  special 
act  of  assembly,  and  the  time  during  which  the  said  commis- 
sioners were  authorized  to  act  as  such  has  expired,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  roads  in  the  several  townships 
in  which  an}'  part  of  said  public  highways  might  be  located 
to  take  full  charge  of  the  same  in  their  respective  townships, 
keep  them  in  order,  and  in  cases  where  necessary,  to  com- 
plete them  the  same  as  they  are  by  law  required  to  do  in  cases 
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of  public  highways  laid  out  by  order  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  proper  county. 

Section  2.  In  all  cases  where  any  of  the  said  commissioners  ^^^  le^y  special 
have  lawfully  contracted  any  debts  in  Inying  out  and  open-  tax,  &o. 
ing  any  of  the  said  public  highways,  and  the  same  still  re- 
mains unpaid,  and  by  tbe  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly 
under  which  any  of  said  commissioners  were  appointed,  they 
were  authorized  to  levy  a  special  tax  to  pay  the  expense  of 
opening  and  laying  out  any  of  said  public  highways,  or  were 
authorized  to  receive  and  expend  any  portion  of  the  public 
road  tax  for  the  same  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
supervisors  to  levy  the  said  taxes  on  the  property  authorized 
BO  to  be  taxed  in  their  respective  townships,  in  the  same  way 
that  the  proper  commissioners  were  authorized  to  do ;  to  re- 
ceive any  taxes  levied  by  said  commisioners  and  not  paid

Be  it  enacted,  d;c.,  That  any  number  of  persons  g^^.^^^  rauway 
not  less  than  five  (  5  )  may  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  oompanies  may 
of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  street  railway,  ^  incorporated, 
for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  make  and  sign  articles  of  association,  in  which 
shall  be  stated  the  name  of  the  company,  the  number  of 
years  the  same  is  to  continue,  the  length  of  such  road  as  near 
as  may  be,  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000) 
for  every  mile  of  road  proposed  to  be  constructed,  and  the 
namber  of  shares  of  which  said  capital  stock  is  to  consist,

articles,  that  the  amount  of  stock  required  by  this  section 
has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed  and  ten  per  centum  paid 
in  cash  thereon  as  aforesaid,  and  that  it  is  intended  in  good 
faith  to  construct  and  to  maintain  and  operate  the  road  men- 
tioned in  such  articles  of  association,  which  affidavit  shall 
be  recorded  with  the  articles  of  association  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  When  such  articles  of  association  are  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,

Section  4.  Any  company  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall 
have  authority  to  construct  such  extensions  or  branches  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  to  increase  its  business  and  accomo- 
date the  travel  of  the  public. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  company  incorporated  under 
this  act  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  directors  thereof,  require 
an  increased  amount  of  capital  stock  in  order  to  complete 
and  equip  their  road  and  carry  out  the  full  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  their  articles  of  association,  they  shall,  if  authorized 
by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  for  that  pur- 
pose, file  with  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  a  certifi- 
cate, setting  forth  the  amount  of  such  desired  increase,  and 
thereafter  such  company  shall  be  entitled  to  have  such  in- 
creased capital  as  is  fixed  by  said  certificate:  Provided^  That 
the  original  amount  of  stock  and  increased  capital  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  per  mile.

The  stockholders  may  meet  at  such  other  times  as 
they  may  be  summoned  by  the  president  and  directors,  in 
such  manner  and  form  and  upon  such  notice  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws ;  and  the  president,  on  the  request  in 
writing  of  any  number  of  stockholders  representing  not  less 
than  one-tenth  in  interest,  shall  call  a  special  meeting,  giving 
the  like  notice  and  stating  specifically  the  objects  of  the 
meeting,  and  such  objects  and  no  other  shall  be  acted  on  at 
such  meetings. 

Section  9.  The  election  for  directors  provided  for  in  this 
act  shall  be  conducted,  as  follows:  The  directors  at  their 
regular  meeting  next  preceding  the  times  of  the  annual  elec- 
tion, shall  appoint  three  (3)  stockholders  to  be  judges  of  the 
said  election  and  to  hold  the  same,  and  the  persons  so  ap- 
pointed shall  not  be  eligible  to  an  election  as  director  at  said 
election,  and  shall  respectively  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of 
affirmation,  before  an  alderman  or  notary  public,  well  and 
truly  and  according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  election  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  the  said  judges  shall 
decide  upon  the  Qualifications  of  voters,  and  when  the  elec- 
tion is  cloned  shall  count  the  votes  and  declare  who  have  been 
elected.  Whenever  any  judge  or  judges  appointed  as  above, 
shall  fail  to  attend  the  meeting  of  stockholders,  and  when- 
ever any  board  of  directors  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appoint 
such  judges,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  stockholders  of  such  company  at  their  annual  meeting  to 
supply  any  vacancy  or  select  proper  persons  to  conduct  the 
election  aforesaid  ;  and  if  at  any  time  it  shall  happen  that  an 
election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  at  the  time  specified, 
the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  reason  be  dissolved,  but  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of  directors 
on  any  day  within  three  (3)  months  thereafter,  by  giving  at 
least  ten  (10)  days  previous  notice  of  the  same,  in  manner 
aforesaid  ;  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  director, 
or  failure  to  elect  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  the  vacancy  may  be 
filled  by  the  board  of  directors ;  at  all  elections  by  the  stock- 
holders each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  one  vote,  and  each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the 
number  of  shares  thereby  represented,  but  no  share  or  shares 
transferred  within  sixty  (60)  days  next  preceding  any  elec- 
tion shall  entitle  the  holder  or  holders  thereof  to  vote  at  any 
such  election,  nor  shall  any  proxy  be  received  or  entitle  the 
holder  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  date  and  have  been 
duly  executed  within  three  (3)  months  next  preceding  such 
election. 

Section  10.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
of  such  company,  the  president  and  directors  of  the  preced- 
ing year  shall  exhibit  to  them  a  full  and  complete  statement 
of  the  affairs  and  proceedings  of  the  company  for  such  year, 
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with  all  sach  matters  as  shall  be  necessary  to  conyey  to  the 
stockholders  a  full  knowledge  of  the  condition  and  affairs  of 
said  company ;  and  the  said  president  and  directors  of  every 
such  company  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  to  the  legis- 
lature or  either  branch  thereof,  a  full  and  authentic  report  of 
their  afEairs  and  transactions,  or  such  information  relating 
thereto  as  may  be  demanded  of  them. 

Section  11.  The  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  Di^i^endj. 
such  company  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors,  shall 
be  declared  in  the  months  of  July  and  January  in  each  and 
every  year,  and  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  or  their  legal 
representatives,  on  application  at  the  office  of  such  company, 
at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  da3's  from  the  time  of 
declaring  the  same,  but  the  said  dividends  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  the 
company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired 
thereby;  and  if  the  said  directors  shall  make  any  dividend 
which  shall  impair  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  the  di- 
rectors consenting  thereto  shall  be  liable  in  their  individual 
capacities  to  such  company  for  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
80  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  as  in  other  cases, 
and  each  director  present  when  such  dividend  shall  be  de- 
clared shall  be  coHsidered  as  consenting  thereto,  unless  he 
forthwith  enter  his  protest  on  the  minutes  of  the  board  and 
give  public  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the  same. 

Section  12.  Every  company  organized  under  this  act,  shall  office, 
maintain  an  office  in  the  city  where  said  railroad  is  located, 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  where  transfers  of  its  stock 
shall  be  made  and  books  kept  for  inspection  by  its  stock  or 
bondholders. 

Section  13.  Companies  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  R'ffht  to  cross 
act,  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  the  roads  so  as  to  cross  ^^^^^  '***^"' 
at  grade  the  track  or  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  along  the 
line  of  their  route.

Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  any  person  whatsoever,  Ponishment  of 
who  shall  cruelly  ill  treat,  abuse  or  inflict  unnecessary  cruel  cruel  ireatment 
corporal  punishment  upon  any  infant  or  minor  child, shall  be  **f  ®'*"^'^«°- 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  court  of  record, 
shall  be  fined  by  such  justice,  magistrate  or  court  of  record 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

Section  2.  Any  person  having  the  care,  custody  or  con-  p^^.  empioyinir 
trol  of  any  minor  child  under  the  age  of  fifteen,  who  shall  minors  at  certain 
in  any  manner  sell,  apprentice,  give  away  or  otherwise  dis-  ^^*^^*'*°"- 
pose  of  such  minor,  or  any  person  who  shall  take,  receive  or 
employ  such  -child  for  the  vocation  or  occupation  of  rope  or 
wire  walking,  or  dancing,  or  as  an  acrobat  or  gymnast,  or 
any  person  who  having  the  care,  custody  or  control  of  any 
minor  child  whatsoever,  and  shall  sell,  apprentice,  give  away 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  minor,  or  who  shall  take,  re- 
ceive or  employ  such  minor  for  begging  or  any  obscene, 
indecent,  or  illegal  exhibition  or  vocation,  or  any  vocation 
injurious  to  the  health,  or  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb,  of 
such  child  engaged  therein,  or  for  the  purpose  of  prostitu- 
tion, or  any  person  who  shall  retain,  harbor  or  employ  any  Qpretainin 
minor  child  in  or  about  any  assignat'on  house  or  brothel,  tbem  in  brothels, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or 
court  of  record,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 
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Section  3.  Any  person  who  shall  take,  receive,  hire  or 
employ  any  child  under  twelve  years  of  age  in  any  under- 
ground works  or  mine,  or  like  place  whatsoever,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  or  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  person  shall,  before  a  magistrate 
or  justice  of  the  peace,  make  oath  or  affirmation  that  the  affi- 
ant believes  that  this  act  has  been  or  is  being  violated  in  any 
place  or  house,  sach  justice  or  magistrate  shall  forthwith 
issue  a  warrant  to  a  constable  or  other  authorized  oflftcer  to 
enter  such  place  or  house  and  investigate  the  same;  and 
such  person  may  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  all  oflTenders, 
and  bring  them  before  any  justice,  magistrate  or  court  of  re- 
cord for  a  hearing  of  the  case;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  constables  and  policemen  to  aid  in  bringing  all  such 
oflTenders  before  said  authorities  for  a  hearing. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  person  having  the  custody  or 
control  of  any  minor,  shall  be  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son to  apply  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the  county  wherein  the 
oflfense  has  been  committed,  for  the  appointment  of  a  proper 
guardian  of  the  person  of  such  minor,  and  the  said  court 
may,  in  its  discretion,  make  such  appointment,  having  due 
regard  in  the  selection  of  a  guardian  to  the  religious  persua- 
sion of  the  parent  or  former  guardian,  or  it  may  place  such 
child  in  an  asylum  or  home  for  children,  with  the  powers  of 
a  guardian  of  the  person,  as  may  be  most  expedient:  Pro- 
vided however^  That  the  children  of  Roman  Catholic  parents 
shall  be  placed  in  asylums  under  the  control  and  care  of  that 
denomination  ;  and  the  said  judge  may  order  the  parent  to 
pay  such  a  reasonable  sum  towards  the  maintenance  of  such 
child,  and  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  see 
fit ;  and  such  courts  may,  at  any  subsequent  time,  upon  be- 
ing satisfied  that  the  parent  has  become  a  fit  person  to  re- 
sume the  custody  of  said  minor,  and  upon  reasonable  secu- 
rity to  be  fixed  by  the  court  being  given  for  the  faithful  ob- 
servance of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  remand  such  minor 
to  the  custody  of  such  parent,  subject  nevertheless  to  the 
obligation  of  any  indentures  or  legal  engagenients  already 
entered  into  on  behalf  of  said  minor  by  his  guardian. 

Section  6.  Any  duly  organized  or  incorporated  humane 
society,  having  for  one  of  its  objects  the  protection  of  chil- 
dren from  cruelty,  may  offer  any  agents  or  oflScers  employed 
by  them  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  of  the  first,  second,  third, 
fourth  or  fifth  class,  for  the  purpose  of  being  commissioned 
to  act  as  police  officers  through  the  limits  of  said  city,  for 
the  purpose  of  arresting  all  the  offenders  against  this  act  or 
any  of  the  provisions  thereof;  whereupon  the  mayor  in  such 
city  shall,  if  such  pei-sons  are  proper  and  discreet  persons, 
commission  them  to  act  as  such  police  officers,  but  no  such 
city  shall  be  liable  in  any  way  for  the  salary  or  wages  of  such 
officers,  or  for  any  expense  whatever  in  relation  thereto;  in 
any  district  or  township  not  incorporated,  such  humane  so- 
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ciety  may  offer  similarly  qualified  persons  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county,  whereupon  such  court,  or  any 
juilge  thereof,  shall,  if  he  deem  them  fit  persons,  commission 
such  persons  to  act  as  constables,  with  power  to  arrest  all 
offenders  against  this  act  or  any  provisions  thereof;  but  no 
township,  borough  or  county,  shall  be  in  any  wise  liable  for 
the  salary  or  wages  of  any  such  oflflcer,  or  for  aiSy  expense 
in  relation  thereto;  all  persons  thus  qualified  under  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  deemed  to  be  constables  and  authorized  officers 
within  the  meaning  of  section  four  of  this  act.

For  the  prevention  of  trespassing  upon  railway  trains,  and  oonsequent 
injuries  to  minors  and  other  persons. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc,  That  any  person  found  en-  Poniibment  for 
tering,  or  being  in  or  upon,  any  railroad  engine  or  car,  ^'•■P^jjj* 
whether  the  same  be  passenger,  freight,  coal  or  other  car,  on  ^^^ 
any  railroad  in  any  city  or  county  in  this  commonwealth, 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  person,  persons  or  corporations 
owning  or  operating  the  same,  and  with  the  intention  of 
being  in  or  upon,  riding  or  traveling  upon,  such  engine  or 
car,  without  paying  fare,  or  of  committing  larceny,  violence 
or  destruction  thereon,  or  of  threatening,  intimidating  or 
assaulting  travelers  or  other  persons,  upon  such  engine  or 
cars,  shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifteen  dollars,  which 
penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  district 
in  which  said  offense  was  committed  for  use  of  said  district, 
and  such  person  so  convicted  shall  be  committed  to  the 
county  jail  of  such  county  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten 
days. 

Section  2.  Any  constable  or  police  officer,  having  knowl-  Arreete.

AN  ACT 

Defining  the  powers  and  extending  the  daties  of  the  board  of  revenue 
oommiasioners. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  for  equalizing  the  as- 
sessments and  taxes  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the 
ditt'erent  cities  and  counties  thereof,  the  auditor  general,  state 
treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  constitute 
a  board  of  revenue  commissioners,  to  meet  at  Harrisburg,  at 
such  times  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  agree  upon, 
at  least  once  in  three  years,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  said  board  of  revenue  commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  require,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners for  the  revision  of  taxes  of  cities  in  which  a  state 
tax  is  or  shall  be  collectible,  and  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  several  counties,  to  furnish,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
meetings  of  the  board  of  revenue  commissioners,  to  the  state 
treasurer,  for -the  use  of  the  said  board  of  revenue  commis- 
sioners,  a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  return  made  by  the 
assessors  of  the  value  in  the  aggregate  of  all  the  property 
liable  to  state  tax,  in  the  said  cities  and  counties,  respectively, 
distinguishing  real  from  personal  estate ;  which  statements 
shall  be  submitted  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  board  of 
revenue  commissioners,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  duly  or- 
ganized ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  com- 
missioners, and  of  the  city,  county,  borough  and  township 
assessors,  upon  being  required  so  to  do,  to  furnish  answers, 
under  oath,  to  such  interrogatories  or  inquiries  as  may  be 
addressed  to  them,  or  any  of  them,  by  said  board  of  revenue 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them ;  and  any  neglect  or 
refusal  to  furnish  such  statements,  or  to  give  full  and  satis- 
factory answers  as  aforesaid,  when  in  their  power,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  misdemeanor  in  office  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  and  shall  be  punished 
as  like  offenses  are  now  punishable  by  law,  and  such  state- 
ments and  answers  when  required  may  be  compelled  by  man- 
damus. 

That  the  board  af  revenue  commissioners  of 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  when  duly  organized, 
shall  proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  fair  and  just 
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value  of  the  property  of  the  said  cities  ard  counties  of  this 
commonwealth  made  taxable  by  law,  adjusting  and  equalizing 
the  same  as  far  as  possible,  so  as  to  make  all  taxes  bear  as 
equally  as  practicable  upon  all  the  property  of  the  common- 
wealth made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  taxable  for  state  pur- 
poses, in  proportion  to  its  actual  value ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  adjusting  and  equalizing  the  same  among  the  several  cities 
and  counties,  the  said  board  shall  have  power  to  ascertain, 
from  the  statements  of  said  city  and  county  commissioners

Be  it  enacted,  &c,,  That  no  person  shall  kill  Hunting  doer, 
or  pursufe,  in  any  part  of  the  county  of  Pike,  in  the  common-  {Jree'^^eaV^'^ 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania,  any  deer,  whatsoever,  for  a  period 
of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  October,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight.     From  and 
after  the  expiration  of  said  term  of  three  years,  no  person  tain^MMoni!  ^^^' 
shall  kill  or  pursue  in  any  part  of  said  county  any  deer,  save 
only  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  first  day  of 
December  following ;  and  no  person  shall  pursue  at  any  time 
any  deer  with  dogs,  in  any  part  of  said  county,  or  shall  kill 
in  the  waters  any  deer  which  shall  have  been  driven  thereto 
by  dogs.     Dogs  pursuing  deer  may  be  killed  by  any  person.  Hunting  with 
and  the  owner  of  such  dog  shall  have  no  legal  redress,  action  ^°*^**  prohibited, 
or  right  of  action,  against  any  person  so  killing.

No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have 
in  his  or  her  possession,  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  any 
thrush,  martin,  chimney,  barn  or  bank  swallow,  woodpecker, 
oriole,  red  or  cardinal  bird,  tanager,  cat  bird,  blue  bird, 
chippy  bird,  wren  or  chewink,  except  for  the  purpose  of  scien- 
tific inyestigation  or  having  the  same  stuffed  and  set  up  as  a 
specimen. 

Section  9.  No  person  shall  rob  or  destroy  the  eggs  or 
nest  of  any  wild  bird  whatsoever,  except  only  such  predatory 
birds  as  are  destructive  of  game  and  insectivorous  birds. 

Section  10.  No  person  shall,  at  any  time  or  place  within 
said  county,  take,  kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  posses- 
sion, after  the  same  has  been  taken,  killed  or  trapped,  any 
deer,  black  or  grey  squirrel,  grey  rabbit,  wood  or  summer 
duck,  quail  or  Virginia  partridge,  ruffed  grouse  or  pheasant, 
or  any  other  wild  bird,  by  means  of  any  blind,  trap,  snare, 
net  or  device  whatever;  .and  the  possession  of  any  sach 
game  or  birds  so  (  as  before  stated  )  trapped,  snared,  netted 
or  taken,  by  any  device  whatever,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
to  convict  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  hands  or  posses- 
sion the  same  may  be  found. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  catch,  kill  or  expose  for  sale, 
or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  after  the  same  has  been 
caught  or  killed,  any  salmon  or  speckled  trout,  save  only  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  August  fol- 
lowing. 

Section  12.  No  person  shall  catch  or  kill,  or  expose  for 
sale,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  after  the  same  has  been 
caught  or  killed,  any  pike  or  pickerel,  save  only  between  the 
first  day  of  June  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  follow- 
ing. 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  place  in  any  of 
the  waters  of  said  county,  any  set  net,  fish  basket,  pond  net, 
gill  net,  fyke,  eel  weir,  kiddle,  brush  or  fascine  net,  or  any 
other  means  of  taking  fish  in  the  nature  of  seines,  nor  place 
or  put  in  said  waters  any  torpedo,  giant  powder,  nitro-gly- 
cerine,  lime  or  any  other  poisonous  or  explosive  substance, 
nor  draw  off  or  change  the  course  of  said  waters  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching  or  taking  game  fish  therefrom,  nor  at  any 
time  or  place,  within  said  county,  take,  catch  or  kill  speckled 
trout,  with  any  means  or  device  other  than  rod,  hook  and  line: 
Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  from  catching  speckled 
trout  with  nets  in  waters  owned  by  himself,  for  the  purpose 
of  stocking  other  waters,  nor  to  prevent  the  catching  bait 
fish  by  hand  or  cast  nets  for  angling  or  scientific  purposes.

taken  or  killed,  in  the  hands  or  possession  of  any  person 
whomsoever  the  same  shall  or  may  be  found,  and  for  that 
purpose  shall  have  power  to  take  into  possession  for  a  rea- 
sonable length  of  time  any  such  game  or  fish,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  submitting  it  to  such  tests,  and  without  any  further 
process  or  warrant  about  him  to  enter  into  any  premises  or 
baildings,  and  search  for  any  game  or  fish,  so  as  above  men- 
tioned, for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Section  16.  Any  person  or  persons  offending  against  any  Penalty  for  vio- 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- ^*"°* '^^^ 
meanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  six  months,  or  both  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Section  17.  And  such  society  or  club,  so  incorporated  as  Proteotiye  so- 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  county  one-  one*^iVof  aii*^* 
half  of  any  and  all  fines  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  penalties, 
treasury  by  virtue  of  this  act.

Appropriating  money  for  the  propagation  and  protection  of  fish. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  $io,ooo  appro- 
dollars  ($10,000)  or  so  much  tliereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  pr^a*«<*' 
hereby  appropriated  for  expenditure,  during  the  present  and 
coming  fiscal  year,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the 
state  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  or  warrants  of  the  state  fishery  com- 
missiouers  or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  hatching 
and  propagating  useful  tribes  of  food  fishes,  and  to  stock  and 
supply  all  the  streams,  lakes  and  fresh  waters  of  this  com- 
monwealth with  the  same,  by  distributing  the  impregnated 
spawn  or  fry  of  said  tribes  of  fishes  to  all  parts  of  the  state 
under  proper  regulations,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  any 
varieties  of  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  state,  and  to  employ  the 
necessary  labor,  assistance,  material  and  implements  therefor, 
and  to  pay  the  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses  of  the  said 
fishery  commissioners,  of  the  fish  wardens  and  water  bailiffs: 
Provided^  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  file  annually 
with  the  auditor  general  an  account  of  all  moneys  expended. 
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and  produce  and  file  the  proper  vouchers  for  the  same :  And 
provided  further^  That  fifteen  hundred  dollars  of  the  appro- 
priation be  paid  to  at  least  three  fish  wardens  and  water  bail- 
iffs to  be  appointed  by  said  commissioners.

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted^  <fec.,  That  no  person  shall  kill  or 
S"°a?onf  pr^**"*  pursue,  in  any  part  of  the  state,  any  elk  or  wild  deer,  save 
hibited.  '  only  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the  sixteenth 

Also,  sale  and  ^*y  ^^  December  next  following ;  no  person  shall  have  in  bis 
transport  of.  or  her  possession,  or  offer  for  sale  or  transport,  any  elk,  wild 
deer,  antelope  or  fresh  venison,  save  only  from  the  first  day 
of  October  in  any  year  to  the  sixteenth  day  of  December  next 
Killing  of  fawns,  following ;  no  person  shall  at  an}^  time  kill  any  fawn,  when 
prohibited.  '  in  its  spotted  coat,  or  have  the  fresh  skin  of  any  such  fawn 
And  hunting  with  ^^  ^^^  ^^  ^®^*  possession ;  no  person  shall  pursue  any  elk  or 
dogs.  wild  deer  with  dogs  in  any  part  of  this  state,  or  shall  kill  in 

the  water  any  elk  or  wild  deer  or  fawn  which  has  been  driven 
thereto  by  dogs;  any  person  offending  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilt}'  of  a  misde- 
Penaity.  meanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fitty  dollars  for 

each  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn  so  killed  or  pursued  or  trapped, 
or  fresh  elk,  wild  deer,  antelope  or  fawn  skin  had  in  hid  or

Rabbit.  Section  3.  No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have 

in  his  possession  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  »xiy  bare 
commonly  called  rabbit,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  any  year,  under  a  penally  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  hare  or  rabbit  so  killed  or  ex-

or  cause  or  permit  the  hunting  of  hares  or  rabbits  with  a 
ferret  or  ferrets,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  hare  or  rabbit  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  a  ferret  or 
ferrets. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  any  wild  duck  wild  duck  and 
or  goose  with  any  device  or  instrument  known  as  a  swivel  or  ff^o"*- 
punt  gun,  or  with  any  gun  other  than  such  guns  as  habitually 
are  raised  at  arm's  length  and  fired  from  the  shoulder,  or  shall 
use  any  net,  device,  instrument  or  gun,  other  than  such  gun 
as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to  capture  or  kill  any  such  wild  duck 
or  goose,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  wild  turkey, 
in  his  or  her  possession  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  any 
wild  turkey,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October  following  in  any  year,  under  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  bird  so  killed,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in 
possession.

Section  8.  No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  woodcock, 
in  his  or  her  possession  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  any 
woodcock,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  fourth 
day  of  J  uly  in  any  year,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  bird  so  killed,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  possession. 

Section  9.  No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  Quaii. 
in  his  or  her  possession  alter  the  same  has  been  killed,  any 
quail  or  Virginia  partridge,  between  the  first  day  of  January 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  any  year,  under  a  penalty 
often  dollars  for  each  bird  so  killed,  exposed  for  sale  or  had 
in  possession. 

Section  10.  No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  Phcaiant  and 
in  his  or  her  possession  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  any  prairie  chicken, 
ruffed  grouse  commonly  called  pheasant,  or  pinnated  grouse 
commonly  called  prairie  chicken,  between  tlie  first  day  of 
•lanuary  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  under  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  bird  so  killed,  exposed  for 
sale  or  had  in  possession ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  hunt 
pheasants  or  pinnated  grouse  during  the  night  time  in  an}' 
manner  whatever,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
otfense.

other  insectivorous  bird,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  bird  killed,  trapped,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  posses- 
sion.

Section  15.  No  person  shall  kill,  catch  or  discharge  any 
fire-arms  at  any  wild  pigeon  while  on  its  nesting  ground,  or 
break  up  or  in  any  manner  disturb  such  nesting  ground  or 
the  birds  therein,  or  discharge  any  fire-arms  within  one-fourth 
of  a  mile  of  such  nesting  place  of  any  wild  pigeon  or  pigeons, 
or  shoot  at,  maim  or  kill  any  wild  pigeon  or  pigeons  within 
their  roostings,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars :  Provided^ 
That  no  person  except  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  shall 
trap  or  catch  wild  pigeons  with  nets  in  any  of  the  counties 
of  this  commonwealth,  unless  he  shall  have  first  taken  out  a

AN  ACT 

Amending  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  organiza- 
tion,  discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,"  approved  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  and  the  supplements  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  (fhc.^  That  section  one  of  the  act,  section  i,  of  act 
entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  act  of  fourth  May,  one  ^^  i^TS,  amended 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled  ^  An  act  for 
the  organization,  discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of 
the  commonwealth  of  I'ennsylvania,' "  approved  the  fifteenth 
day  of  April  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three, 
which  provides,  as  follows,  namely :  ''  That  in  time  of  peace 
the  National  Guard  shall  comprise  an  aggregate  not  exceed- 
ing ten  thousand  otlicers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musi-

AN  ACT 

To  create  a  middle  penitentiary  district  in  this  state,  and  to  provide  for 
the  erection  of  a  state  penitentiary  for  the  same. 

Whebeas,  The  present  penitentiaries  for  the  eastern  and  Preamble, 
western  districts  of  the  state  are  entirely  inadequate  for  its 
present  requirements ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc.^  That  the  counties  of  McKean,  Middle  peniten- 
Potter,  Tioga,  Bradford,  Sullivan,  Lycoming,  Northumber-  tiary  diatrJot, 
land,  Columbia,  Montour,  Fulton,  Bedford,   Cumberland,  ®"*'®**- 
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Franklin,  Adams,  Somerset,  Blair,  Cambria,  Huntingdon, 
Union,  Snyder,  Dauphin,  Perry,  Juniata,  Miiflin,  Clearfield, 
Clinton  and  Centre,  be  formed  into  a  new  penitentiarj-  dis- 
trict, to  be  called  the  Middle  Penitentiary  Ditstrict  of  Penn- 
sylvan  ia. 

Section  2.  That  a  state  penitentiary,  capable  of  holding 
two  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners  on  the  principle  of  solitar}- 
confinement  of  the  convicts,  as  the  same  now  is  or  may 
hereafter  be  established  by  law,  shall  be  erected  at  such 
place  within  the  limits  of  any  of  the  counties  composing 
the  middle  district,  as  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  as 
provided  for  in  sectitm  three  of  this  act  shall  fix  and  appoint, 
to  be  called  the  middle  penitentiary,  the  expenses  whereof 
shall  be  defrayed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  That  seven  commissioners  shall  l>e  appointed 
by  the  governor,  outside  the  district  for  the  erection  of  said 
penitentiary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  and  purchase  a 
suitable  site  of  not  less  than  fifteen  acres,  within  the  coun- 
ties composing  said  middle  district,  for  the  location  of  the 
same,  the  title  whereof  shall  be  vested  in  the  commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  agree  upon  suitable  plans  and  make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  the  building  of  the  said  penitentiary, 
taking  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  work  in 
a  good  and  workmanlike  manner ;  and  in  case  of  the  death 
or  resignation  of  any  of  the  said  commissioners  before  the 
completion  of  their  trust,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  suita- 
ble person  or  persons  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies. 

Section  4.  The  said  penitentiary  shall  be  constructed  on 
the  plan  of  the  state  penitentiary  for  the  eastern  district, 
now  located  at  Philadelphia,  subject  to  such  alterations  and 
improvements  as  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
governor,  approve  and  direct. 

Section  5.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  on  warrants 
•drawn  by  the  governor  in  favor  of  said  commissioners  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  by  them  appliiHl 
in  purchasing  the  site  and  thereon  erecting  the  penitentiary 
albresaid  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  furnish  a  de- 
stalled  statement  of  their  accounts  to  the  auditor  general's 
department  quarterly  to  be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  usual 
manner:  Provided^  That  the  governor  shall  draw  warrants 
for  said  money  in  such  amounts  only  as  in  his  opinion  the 
progress  of  the  work  requires. 

Section  6.  After  the  completion  of  said  penitentiary  and 
when  in  readiness  for  occupancy,  the  courts  of  criminal  juris- 
diction within  the  several  counties  comprising  the  middle 
penitentiary  district,  shall  direct  that  all  prisoners  sentenced 
to  confinement  in  a  penitentiary  shall  be  incarcerated  in  the 
penitentiary  aforesaid  ;  and  all  prisoners  from  said  counties 
who  are  at  that  time  imprisoned  in  the  eastern  and  westeni 
penitentiaries  shall  be  transferred  to  the  middle  penitentiar}% 
under  the  direction  of  the  inspectors  of  the  penitentiaries, 
there  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term  of  their  respective  sen- 
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tences,  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force  in  reference 
to  the  punishment  of  persons  convicted  of  crime  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  state  prisons. 

Section  7.  The  said  commissioners,  upon  the  completion  inspectors  to  be 
of  said  penitentiary,  shall  surrender  their  trust  to  a  board  »PPoio*«d. 
of  inspectors  to  consist  of  five  members,  appointed  by  the 
governor  from  the  district  in  which  said  penitentiary  is 
erected,  who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  ye.ar8,  and  shall 
receive  no  compensation,  and  shall  manage  and  direct  the 
basinets  of  the  institution,  and  make  all  regulations  not  in- 
consistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section  8.  The  said  commissioners  shall  not  be  entitled  commissioners 
to  receive  any  compensation,  except  actual  expenses  incurred  Jomi^nsation, 
in  execution  of  their  trust,  nor  shall  they  or  either  of  them  fcc 
be  concerned  as  agents  or  principals,  or  otherwise,  in  any 
contract  connected  with  the  building  or  furnishing  said  peni- 
tentiary, or  derive  any  profit  or  advantage  from  the  same ; 
but  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  procure  a  suitable  oflSce  xo  procure  office, 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  commission,  to  em-  *nd  employ  offld 
ploy  a   supervising   architect,  a    clerk,  and    a  messenger, 
which  officers  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  reasonable 
compensation  as  the  commissioners  may  direct,  payable  out 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  '*An  aot  in  relation  to  cities  of  the  second  olaas,  pro- 
viding for  the  levy,  ooUeotion  and  disbursement  of  taxes  and  water 
rents,'*  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  providing  the  man- 
ner of  making  appropriations  for  school  and  poor  purposes,  and  iwu- 
ing  warrants  on  such  appropriations,  and  defining  certain  powers  of 
the  educational  and  poor  departments  in  said  cities. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <i&c.,  That  in  cities  of  the  second 
class,  the  central  board  of  education  and  board  of  guardians 
of  the  poor  shall  ascertain  and  determine,  respectively,  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  for  conducting  tlie  schools  and 
poor  department  of  said  cities,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to 
the  councils,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  January  in 
each  year;  and  the  councils  shall  add  the  amount,  so  certified, 
to  the  aggregate  of  taxes  required  for  said  cities,  and  shall 
appropriate  the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  All  warrants 
drawn  upon  the  treasurers  of  said  cities  upon  such  appro- 
priation, respectively,  shall  be  ordered  by  the  central  board 
of  education  and  the  board  of  guardians  of  the  poor,  and 
when  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board, 
respectively,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  city  controller,  whose 
only  duty  shall  be  to  countersign  and  enter  the  same  in  the 
account  of  said  appropriations  in  the  records  of  his  office. 

Section  2.  All  warrants  ordered  by  the  several  sub-district 
school  boards,  upon  appropriations  made  by  city  councils 
for  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  such  districts  and 
the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  signed  by  the  respective 
president  and  secretary  of  the  proper  board,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  controller  of  said  cities. 

Section  3.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  that 
none  of  the  powers  theretofore  belonging  to  the  central  board 
board  of  education  and  board  of  guardians  of  the  poor  and 
the  various  school  boards  in  said  cities,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  said  act,  shall  be  impaired  or  affected  in  any  manner,  ex- 
cept in  relation  to  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes. 

Section  4.  That  the  central  board  of  education  and  board 
of  guardians  of  the  poor,  respectively,  in  said  cities,  shall 
have  power  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  de- 
partments of  education  and  poor. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
said  cities  to  set  apart,  for  the  payment  of  warrants  drawn 
on  the  educational  and  poor  appropriations,  such  portions  of 
the  daily  receipts  applicable  thereto,  in  proportion  as  the  ap- 
propriations bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  appropriated  by 
city  councils,  and  no  part  of  such  money  shall  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose.  All  balances  of  such  appropriations,  re- 
maining unexpended  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year,  shall  be  car- 
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ried  over  to  the  appropriations  for  the  same  purposes  for  the 
succeeding  year. 

Section  6.  That  all  laws  or  parts  o'f  laws  inconsistent  here-  Repeal, 
with  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  authorize  railroad  oorporations  to  secure  the  payment  of 
their  bonds  and  obligations,  by  a  mortgage  upon  their  property, 
rights  and  franohises,"  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,  appljdng 
the  provisions  thereof  to  mortgages  upon  certain  personal  property 
of  such  corporations. 

Whereas,  By  the  first  and  only  section  of  the  act  to  which  Preamble, 
this  is  a  supplement,  it  is  provided,  as  follows:  ^^That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  corporation  of  this  common- 
wealth to  secure  the  payment  of  any  and  all  bonds  and  obli- 
gations, which  they  have  heretofore  made  and  issued,  or  may 
hereafter  make  and  issue,  by  a  mortgage,  bearing  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  upon  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  their  property,  rights  and  franchises, 
subject  to  any  prior  incumbrances  thereon :  Provided^  That 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  empower  any  railroad  com- 
pany to  issue  bonds  in  excess  of  the  capital  stock  actually 
paid  in :" 

And  whereas^  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  whether  the  pro- 
visions above  recited,  empower  railroad  corporations  to  create 
a  mortgage  upon  their  locomotive  engines,  cars  and  other 
personal  property ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  ^c,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Toappiytomort- 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  apply  to  mortgages  fJSJ'pr^rtyT 
created  or  to  be  created  upon  the  locomotive  engines  and  cars 
of  railroad  corporations,  and  other  personal  property  held 
by  them  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  railroad  belonging 
to  them ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mortgagors  to  retain  Mortgasors  may 
the  use  and  possession  of  said  mortgaged  property,  without  retain  possession 
impairing  the   lien  of  the  said  mortgage :  Provided^  That  ^  p'^^p^'^^* 
such  mortgage  shall  not  be  valid  against  persons  not  parties 
thereto,  unless  recorded  as  is  now  required  by  law  in  the  to  be  recorded, 
case  of  mortgages  of  real  estate  in  every  county  in  which  the 
mortgaged  property  is  situated :  And  provided  further^  That 
all  cars  and  engines  mortgaged  under  the  provisions  of  this  cars  and  engrines 
act,  shall  be  marked  in  some  conspicuous  place  with  the  name  ^  ^"  marked, 
of  the  trustee  in  said  mortgage.

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  adjustment  of  all  indebtedness  between  a  township 
and  one  or  more  borouf^hs  erected  therefrom,  also  providing  for  the 
adjustment  of  the  indebtedness  of  a  township  changed  or  merged 
Into  one  or  more  boroughs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dbc.^  That  every  borough  which 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  erected  out  of  any  township  or 
parts  of  adjoining  townships,  shall  share,  in  just  proportion, 
in  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  said  township  or  townships, 
existing  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation ;  the  proportion  of 
each  borough  as  aforesaid  to  be  ascertained  by  reference  to 
the  assessment,  of  said  township  or  townships  for  the  year 
in  which  such  borough  was  incorporated  ;  and  in  all  pending 
actions  by  or  against  said  township  or  townships,  and  in  all 
actions  thereafter  brought  by  or  against  the  same,  the  borough 
or  boroughs  liable  or  entitled  as  aforesaid  shall,  by  rule  of 
court,  be  made  co-parties,  plaintiff  or  defendant,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  township  has  been  or  ma}'  here- 
after be  entirely  merged  into  more  than  one  borough  and  the 
township  shall  thereby  have  ceased  to  exist,  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  said  township*  shall  devolve,  in  just  proportion, 
upon  the  said  several  boroughs,  but  no  borough  shall  be  en- 
titled or  liable  as  aforesaid,  except  as  to  such  rights  and 
liabilities  as  existed  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation ;  and  the 
proportion  of  each  borough,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  ascertained 
in  like  manner  as  prescribed  in  the  first  section  of  this  act; 
and  in  all  actions  pending  by  or  against  said  township,  the 
borough  or  boroughs  entitled  or  liable  as  aforesaid  shall,  by 
rule  of  court,  be  substituted  instead  of  said  township ;  and 
in  all  actions  thereafter  brought  on  matters  in  behalf  of  t>r 
against  said  township,  the  borough  or  boroughs  entitled  or 
liable,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  proper  parlies  to  prosecute 
or  defend  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  any  borough  has  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  erected,  as  aforesaid,  or  whenever  any  township 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  entirely  merged  into  more  than 
one  borough,  as  aforesaid,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  sitting  in  equity,  shall  have  power,  upon  the 
application  of  any  one  or  more  creditors  of  said  township  or 
townships,  or  upon  the  application  of  the  proper  authorities 
of  any  said  township  or  townships,  borough  or  boroughs,  or 
either  of  them,  by  a  suit  or  suits  in  equity,  to  ascertain  the 
indebtedness  of  said  township  or  townships,  including  judg- 
ment against  the  same,  at  the  time  of  incorporation  of  each 
of  said  boroughs,  respectively,  and  to  equitably  adjust  and 
apportion  said  indebtedness  between  said  township  or  town- 
ships and  borough  or  boroughs,  and  between  the  several 
boroughs  into  which  any  township  shall  have  become  merged, 
as  aforesaid,  and  shall  thereupon  decree  the  proportion  of 
said  indebtedness  which  each  township  and  borough  shall 
pay;  in  making  said  adjustment,  as  applied  to  each  of  said 
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boroagbs,  reference  shall  be  had  to  the  time  of  incorporation 
of  such  borough,  and  to  the  debts  then  existing,  whether 
since  paid  or  not,  and  also  to  the  several  amounts  of  town- 
ship taxes  then  unexpended;  and  the  said  adjustment  shall 
be  based  upon  the  assessment  of  said  township  or  townships 
for  the  year  in  which  such  borough  was  incorporated  :  Pro- 
vided^ That  in  ascertaining  said  indebtedness,  neither  pend- 
ing actions  nor  claims  against  said  township  or  townships 
founded  on  tort  shall  be  included,  unless  the  «ame  shall  in 
the  meantime  have  been  prosecuted  to  final  judgment. 

Section  4.  Three  months'  public  notice  shall  be  given  Notice  to  preaent 
under  the  order  of  said  court  to  all  persons  having  claims  giy*Jnf'^** 
against  said  township  or  townships,  excepting  claims  in  pend- 
ing actions  and  claims  founded  on  tort  as  aforesaid,  to  pre- 
sent the  same  on  or  before  the  day  therein  named ;  and  all 
persons  not  presenting  their  said  claims  on  or  before  the  said 
day  shall  be  forever  debarred  from  enforcing  collection  of  the 
same ;  said  notice  to  be  published  in  not  less  than  two  news- 
papers of  the  proper  county,  if  there  are  so  many  printed  in 
said  county,  or  if  there  be  but  one  newspaper  printed  there- 
in, then  said  notice  shall  be  printed  in  the  same,  and  shall 
be  published  in  any  other  manner  directed  by  said  court. 

Section  5.  The  said  court  shall  have  power  to  make  all  Power  of  court  to 
needful  rules,  orders  and  decrees  in  the  premises,  and  for  the  Sloree^!^^"  *"^ 
collection  and  payment  by  said  township  or  townships,  bor- 
ough or  boroughs,  of  the  share  of  said  indebtedness,  re- 
spectively, apportioned  to  them,  and  may  order  the  proper 
ofiicers  of  any  said  township  or  townships,  borough  or  bor- 
oughs, or  of  either  of  them,  to  collect  by  special  taxation  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  either  in  any  one  year  or 
by  annual  instalments,  as  to  the  court  shall  appear  just  and 
reasonable. 

Section  6.  The  said  court  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  ^^y  appoint  re- 
receiver,  to  whom  the  money  due  from  each  township  and  oeiver  or  moneys 
borough  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  paid,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  pay  over  the  amount  so  received  by  him  to  the  Huduty. 
holders  of  said  township  indebtedness,  in  such  order  or  in 
such  proportions  as  the  court  shall  direct ;  and  in  case  of  any 
special  taxation  in  any  said  township  or  borough  or  in  all  of  Special  uz  to  be 
them  being  ordered  as  aforesaid,  the  collector  of  said  special  p**^  ^^' 
tax  shall  pay  the  same  directly  to  said  receiver. 

Section  7.  Each  borough  in  any  of  the  cases  aforesaid.  Each  borongh  to 
shall  be  credited  with  the  proper  share  of  such  indebtedness  JhlVJof  oreSitB?' 
due  to  said  township  or  townships  at  the  time  of  incorpora- 
tion of  such  borough  as  shall  have  since  been  collected,  and

Fees  to  be  received  by  sheriffs — For  serving  capias^  with  sheriffs, 
commitment  or  bail  bond  and  return,  one  dollar: 

Each  defendant  besides  the  first,  forty  cents.

AN  ACT 

For  the  taxation  of  dogs  and  the  protection  of  sheep. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <fcc..  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  there  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected, 
annuall}',  with  other  county  taxes,  in  each  of  the  townships 
and  boroughs  of  this  commonwealth,  from  the  owners  and 
keepers  of  dogs,  the  following  named  taxes,  namely :  For 
each  male  dog,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  and  for  every  female 
dog  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  where  collected,  to  be  kept  by  him  separate  and  in 
such  manner  that  he  can  know  how  much  has  been  collected 
from  each  township  and  borough,  and  how  much  paid  out  for 
losses  or  damages  in  each,  at  any  time,  to  be  a  fund  from 
which  persons  sustaining  loss  or  damage  to  sheep  by  a  dog 
or  dogs,  and  the  necessary  costs  in  establishing  their  claim 
therefor,  as  herein  provided,  may  be  paid. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  levying  and  collecting  such 
taxes,  the  assessors  in  each  township  and  borough  shal],  an- 
nually, at  the  time  of  assessing  other  taxable  property,  as- 
certain and  return  to  the  county  commissioners  of  their 
county  a  true  statement  of  all  the  dogs  in  their  townships 
and  boroughs,  respectively,  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
owning  or  keeping  such  dogs,  and  how  many  of  each  sex  is 
kept  or  owned  by  each  person ;  and  such  commissioners  in 
each  county  shall,  annually,  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected 
the  taxes  hereinbefore  named,  with,  and  in  the  same  manner, 
and  for  the  same  compensation,  that  other  county  taxes  are 
collected.

the  members  of  the  senate,  when  in  session,  or  if  not  in  ses- 
sion at  the  time  of  such  appointment,  subject  to  such  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate  at  its  next  session,  and  on  taking 
the  security  hereinafter  required,  shall  commission  for  the  Term  of  office, 
period  of  five  years,  and  every  five  years  thereafter,  a  person 
of  known  integrity  and  learning  in  the  law,  to  be  reporter  of  auaiiflcationB.

give  bond  to  the  commonwealth,  with  at  least  two  sufficient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  in  the  sum  of  five

The  reporter  shall,  when  required  by  the  court, 
attend  its  sessions  and  consultations,  and  under  its  direc- 
tion, report  and  prepare  for  publication  such  of  its  decisions 
as  the  court  may  designate,  but  before  publication  thereof  he 
shall  submit  the  syllabus  of  every  case  by  him  reported  to 
the  judge  who  delivered  the  opinion  for  correction  or  ap- 
proval. 

Section  4.  The  court  shall  cause  to  be  reported  such  of 
its  decisions,  whether  made  in  disposing  of  motions  or  other- 
wise, as  determine  any  theretofore  unsettled,  or  new  and  im- 
portant, or  modify  any  theretofore  settled,  question  of  law 
in  this  commonwealth,  or  that  give  construction  to  a  statnte 
of  ambiguous  or  doubtful  import,  together  with  such  other 
of  its  decisions  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  court  of  public  in- 
terest and  importance. 

Section  5.  The  said  reports  shall  be  printed  on  first  class 
book  paper,  and  bound  in  good  full  law  sheep,  in  style  not 
inferior  to  volume  one  of  Harris'  reports,  and  shall  be  in 
form  and  manner  of  execution  similar  thereto,  and  shall  con- 
tain not  less  than  seven  hundred  pages  of  printed  matter  in 
each  volume,  including  an  index  and  table  of  cases  similar 
to  those  in  said  volume,  which  shall  be  prepared  and  fur- 
nished by  said  reporter ;  and  there  shall  be  printed  on  the  back 
of  each  of  said  volumes  the  words  "  Pennsylvania  State  Re- 
ports,''  the  number  of  the  volume  in  the  series  of  said  state 
reports,  the  name  of  the  reporter,  and  the  number  of  the 
volume  in  his  series,  with  the  year  when  published. 

Section  6.  The  reporter  shall  receive  for  his  services 
under  this  act  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  each 
year,  payable  out  of  the  state  treasury,  in  quarterly  instal- 
ments, the  last  quarter  not  to  be  paid  however  until  the  de- 
cisions for  that  year  shall  have  been  reported  and  prepared 
for  publication. 

Section  T.  The  reporter  shall  have  no  pecuniary  interest

Whereas,  There  are  in  existence  among  the  miscellaneous  Preamble 
records  of  the  several  departments  of  the  commonwealth  and 
in  private  hands,  original  copies  of  the  various  laws  enacted 
by  the  legislative  assemblies  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  year 
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Sale  of  ooples. 


one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-two,  down  to  the  year 
seventeen  hundred,  and  also  other  valuable  papers  pertaining 
to  the  legislative  doings  of  said  years,  which  have  a  most 
important  bearing  upon  the  early  legal  history  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  which  have  not  heretofore  been  published  : 

And  whereas^  A  compilation  and  publication  of  said  ori- 
ginal copies  and  other  papers  is  desirable,  since  in  their  pres- 
ent shape  they  are  inaccessible  for  general  historical  and  legal 
reference,  on  account  of  their  time-worn  and  mutilated  con- 
dition or  the  fact  of  their  being  in  the  possession  of  private 
individuals:

Senate  Bill,  No.  39,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  and  empowering  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  several  counties  in  this  commonwealth  to 
change,  alter  and  direct  the  mode  of  preparing  and  keeping  indices  in  the 
several  offices  of  record  in  said  counties,  and  for  preparing,  making  and 
substituting  new  indices  for  old  indices,  or  parts  thereof." 

Senate  Bill,  No.  121,  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  the  dividends  and  pro- 
fits of  fire,  and  fire  and  marine  insurance  companies,  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly,  approved  April  second,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifby-six."

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  mutual  saving  Amd,  bilildlng  and  loan  associations,  regu- 
lating the  mode  of  charging  premiums,  bonus  or  interest  in  advance, 
of  withdrawals,  of  re-payment  and  ooUection  of  loans,  also  restrict- 
ing the  power  to  levy  excessive  fines,  and  defining  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  married  women  stockholders,  and  prescribing  the  non- 
application  to  these  associations  of  the  bonus  tax  and  registry  laws 
for  corporations. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  ^c,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  mutual  savings  fund,  or  building  and  loan  association, 
now  incorporated  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  in  addition 
to  dues  and  interest,  to  charge  and  receive  the  premium  or 
bonus  bid  by  a  stockholder  for  preference  or  priority  of 
right  to  a  loan  in  periodical  installments ;  and  such  premium 
or  bonus  so  paid  in  installments  shall  not  be  deemed  usur- 
ious, but  shall  be  taken  to  be  a  payment  as  it  falls  due  in 
contradistinction  to  a  premium  charged  and  paid  in  advance; 
and  in  so  far  as  said  premium  or  bonus  so  charged  and  paid, 
in  addition  to  dues  and  interest,  shall  be  in  excess  of  two 
dollars  for  each  periodical  payment,  the  same  shall  be  lawful, 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  any  mutual  savings  fund  or  build- 
ing and  loan  association  to  charge  and  deduct  interest  in  ad- 
vance, in  lieu  of  premiums  for  preference  or  priority  of  right

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc.^  That  the  collector  of  de- 
linquent taxes,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  proceed  at 
once  upon  all  delinquent  taxes,  rates  and  levies,  which  may 
now  or  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  coUectiou, 
to  collect  the  same  either  out  of  the  personal  property  on 
the  premises,  or  the  personal  or  real  estate  of  the  delinquent 
owner  wherever  the  same  may  be  found,  whether  in  his  own 
possession  or  in  that  of  any  trustee  or  other  person  for  him, 
or  in  the  possession  of  his  executors,  administrators  or  legal 
representatives.

Any  tramp  who  shall  enter  any  dwelling  house, 
against  the  will  or  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  thereof,  or  shall  kindle  anj'  fire  in  the  highway,  or 
on  the  land  of  another  without  the  owners  cobsent,  or  shall 
be  found  carr3'ing  any  fire-arms  or  other  dangerous  weapon, 
with  intent  unlawfully  to  do  injury  to  or  intimidate  any  other 
person,  which  intent  may  be  inferred  by  the  jury  trying  the 
case,  from  the  facts  that  the  defendant  is  a  tramp  and  so 
armed,  or  shall  do  or  threaten  to  do  any  injury  not  amounting 
to  a  felony  to  any  person,  or  to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of 
another,  shall  upon  conviction  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  imprisonment 
by  separate  or  solitary  confinement  at  labor  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years. 

Section  3.  Any  act  of  beggary  or  vagrancy  by  any  person 
described  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  person  committing  the  same  is  a  tramp 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  subject  to  the  proviso  con- 
tained in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Any  person  upon  view  of  any  offense  described 
in  this  act,  may  apprehend  the  offender  and  take  him  hefore 
a  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  whose  duty  it  shall  he 
after  hearing  the  evidence  to  discharge  or  to  commit  the  pris- 
oner for  trial,  as  in  the  case  of  other  misdemeanors. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  female  or  minor 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  nor  to  any  blind,  deaf  or 
dumb  person,  nor  shall  it  be  applicable  to  any  maimed  or 
crippled  person  who  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  August 
fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

or  contagion  thereof,  and  ordering  all  persons  to  take  such 
precautions  against  the  spreading  of  such  disease  as  the  na- 
ture thereof  may  in  his  judgment  render  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient ;  to  order  that  any  premises,  farm  or  farms  where 
such  disease  exists  or  has  existed  be  put  in  quarantine,  so 
that  no  domestic  animal  be  removed  from  said  places  so 
quarantined,  and  to  prescribe  such  regulations  as  he  may 
judge  necessary  or  expedient  to  prevent  infection  or  con-

"  That  bonds  issued  or  which  may  be  issued  by  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  by  any  county,  city,  municipal  authority  or 
corporation  therein,  payable  to  bearer,  may,  at  the  option 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  returned,  and 
new  registered  bonds  of  the  same  or  of  a  larger  denomina- 
tion, to  the  aggregate  amount  thereof,  be  issued,  payable  at 
the  same  time  and  place  as  the  bonds  so  retired,  to  the  order 
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of  the  holder  of  said  registered  bonds,  and  transferable, 
which  transfer  shall  only  become  operative  against  the  cor- 
porations aforesaid  when  noted  on  the  transfer  book  of  the 
party  or  corporation  issuing  the  bond,  and  which  book  of 
transfer  all  parties  or  corporations  issuing  such  bonds  are 
hereby  reqired  to  keep ;  and  for  the  interest  due  or  to  be- 
come due  on  the  bonds  so  retired  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  obligors  to  issue  interest  certificates,  at  the 
same  rate  of  interest,  due  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the 
original  coupons  corresponding  with  the  denominations  of 
the  registered  bonds,  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the  holder 
of  said  registered  bond,"  be  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows:

act,  entitled  ^^An  act  for  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  coal  mines,"  approved  the  third  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  which  reads  as  follows : 
*'  No  owner  or  agent  of  or  at  any  coal  mine  or  colliery  op- 
erated by  shaft  or  slope,  shall  place  in  charge  of  any  engine 
whereby  the  men  are  lowered  into  or  hoisted  out  of  the  mine 
any  but  experienced,  competent,  sober  engineers ;  and  every 
engineer  so  placed  in  charge  of  an  engine,  shall  constantly 
attend  to  the  engine  of  which  he  has  charge,  and  shall  not 
allow  any  person,  except  such  as  may  be  deputed  by  the  op- 
erator or  agent,  to  touch  or  meddle  with  it  or  any  part  of  its 
machinery ;  he  shall  work  his  engine  slowly  and  with  great 
care  when  any  person  is  ascending  or  descending  the  shaft 
or  slope ;  and  when  any  person  is  about  to  descend  or  ascend 
the  shaft  or*slope  the  men  at  the  bottom  or  top,  as  the  case 
may  be,  must  inform  the  engineer  by  the  metal  tube,  the  sig- 
nal or  otherwise,  thereof;  and  no  one  shall  interfere  with  or 
in  any  way  intimidate  the  engineer  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  or  ride  upon  a  loaded  wagon  or  cage  in  any  shaft  or 
slope ;  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than  ten  men  ride  on  any 
wagon  or  cage  at  any  one  time  in  any  of  said  mines ;  and

was  presented  to  the  governor  on  the  twenty-first  day  of

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc.^  That  for  the  purpose  of  ftir- 
nishing  relief  to  the  poor,  destitute  and  paupers,  giving  them 
employment,  and  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
each  county  of  this  commonwealth  is  hereby  created  a  dis- 
trict, to  be  known  as  "...    .  county  poor  district." 

Section  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  each  county,  aT« 
authoriEed  and  empowered  to  select  and  purchase  real  estate 
within  said  district,  erect  thereon  buildings,  provide  tools,

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  managers  of  the  houses  of  refuge  and  reform  schools  in 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  when  they  h»ve  placed 
out  their  wards  as  apprentices,  or  given  them  up  to  tbeir 
friends,  to  cause  them  to  be  returned  to  their  custody,  when- 
ever it  shall  appear  on  complaint  before  a  judge  of  the  coart 
of  quarter  sessions  having  jurisdiction,  that  the  agreementB

Be  it  enacted^  rfec,  That  any  person  or  persons  Penalty  for  ob- 
driving,  riding  in  or  driving  any  wagon,  carriage  or  other  f  ™in"attenB""to 
vehicle,  or  riding  or  leading  a  horse  or  horses,  or  driving  or  evade  payment  ^ 
leading  any  cattle  or  sheep,  who  shall  willfully  obstruct  or  ^^  ^°^^'- 
impede  the  free  and  safe  passage  of  any  other  person  or 
vehicle,  in  attempting  to  evade  the  payment  of  toll  at  any 
toll-gate  of  any  road  of  any  association  or  commission  au- 
thorized by  law  to  erect  gates  and  charge  and  collect  tolls, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic-

monwealth, at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for 
each  child  per  annum,  the  evidence  of  which  to  be  furnished 
to  the  state  treasurer :  Provided^  That  the  governor  be  an- 
thorized  to  appoint  one-third  of  the  managers  of  said  insti- 
tution :  Provided  further^  That  the  directors,  managers  or 
mraishedaoditor  trustees  of  the  said  institution,  shall  make  return  to  the 
general.  auditor  general  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  at

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  in  addition  to  the  Additional  auff 
staff  of  the  commander-in-chief,  there  shall  be  one  chief  of  ?™"P'o^*^«^ 
artillery,  with  the  rank  of  colonel. 

Section  2.  That  in  addition  to  the  staff  officers  of  each 
brigade,  there  shall  be  one  judge  advocate,  with  the  rank  of 
major. 

Section  3.  That  the  non-commissioned  staff  of  the  several  Payor  non.oom- 
regiments  and  battalions,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  ™*"*<>**®<*  •'*ff- 
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including  the  annual  inspection  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy  eight,  uniforms  and  equipments,  or  cost  of  uniforms 
and  equipments,  and  subsistence,  as  are  allowed  to  first  ser- 
geants. 

Section  4.  That  the  adjutant  general  shall  purchase,  at 
the  expense  of  the  commonwealth,  under  the  direction  of  the 
military  board,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  moneys  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  supply  to  all  officers  of  the 
National  Guard,  copies  of  tactics  prescribed  for  the  use  of 
the  United  States  army,  manual  of  rifie  practice,  and  sach 
manuels  of  service  and  books  and  papers  of  record,  as  the 
commander-in-chief  ma}'  designate,  together  with  copies  of 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  relating  to  the  National 
Guard  ;  said  laws  to  be  collected  and  codified  by  the  adju- 
tant general,  published  by  the  state  printer,  and  known  as 
the  military  code  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  5.  Every  uniformed  company  of  the  National 
Guard  may  form  bj^-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  major  general,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  state,  for  the  government  and  improvement  of  its 
members  in  military  science  and  discipline,  and  when  ap- 
proved by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  belonging  to  any 
such  company  and  the  major  general,  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  binding,  but  the  same  may  be 
altered  from  time  to  time  as  may  become  necessary ;  and  for 
violations  of  said  by-laws,  an  enlisted  man  may  be  expelled

thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty. 

AppropriatioDB.  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc.^  That  the  following  sums, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the 
several  objects  hereinafter  named,  for  the  year  commencing 
the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

AN  ACT 

To  to  provide  revenue  by  taxation. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc.^  That  hereafter  no  institation 
or  company,  incoriK>rated  or  organized  by  or  under  any  law  of 
this  commonwealth,  general  or  special,or  incorporated  oror- 
ganized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  and  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  shall  go  into  operation  without  first  hav- 
ing the  name  of  the  institution  or  company,  the  date  of  incor- 
poration or  organization,  the  act  of  assembly  or  authority 
under  which  incorporated  or  organized,  the  place  of  business, 
the  post  office  address,  and  names  of  the  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  the  amount  of  capital  authorized  by  its  charter, 
and  the  amount  of  capital  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
pany, registered  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  general ;  and 
every  institution  or  company  now  engaged  in  business  in 
this  commonwealth  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  register  as  herein  required  in  the  ofiice  of 
the  auditor  general ;  and  any  such  institution  or  company 
which  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  which  penalty  shall  be  collected  on  an  account  settled 
by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  taxes  on  stock  are  settled  and  collected. 
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Section  2.  That  hereafter,  except  in  the  case  of  banks,  Annaai  repom 
savings  institutions  and  foreign  insurance  companies,  it  shall  Sitor  genol-ai  *"' 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  every  company 
now  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or  under  any  law  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  of  every  company  now  or  hereafter  in- 
corporated by  any  other  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States,  or  foreign  government,  and  doing  business  in  this 
commonwealth,  or  having  capital  employed  in  this  common- 
wealth in  the  name  of  any  other  company  or  corporation, 
association  or  associations,  person  or  persons,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  to  make  report  in  writing  to  the  auditor  general  an-

under  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  until  the  first  day  of 
November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty,  and  all  other  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  and  the  rev- 
enues derived  therefrom,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment 
of  the  ordinary  and  current  expenses  of  the  government. 

Section  12.  That  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer,  Examination  or 
or  any  agent  appointed  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  aSthorTxe/*^*" 
authorized  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  any  corpo- 
ration, institution, company  or  limited  partnership  made  tax- 
able by  this  act,  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  any  return  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  other  act  of  assembly. 

Seotion  13.  That  in  the  settlement  by  the  auditor  general  mteregt  on  bai- 
and  state  treasurer  of  all  accounts  for  taxes  due  the  common-  mo*nweaUh^™" 
wealth,  they  shall  charge  interest  upon  the  amount  of  tax  or 
balance  or  balances  found  due  the  commonwealth,  at  the  rate 
of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  from  thirty  days  after  the 
time  said  taxes  or  balances  became  due  and  payable  to  the 
time  of  the  settlement  of  the  same ;  and  all  balances  due  the 
commonwealth,  on  account  settled  by  the  auditor  general 
and  state  treasurer,  shall  bear  interest  from  sixty  days  after 
date  of  settlement,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  an- 
num until  the  same  are  paid,  and  any  Judgment  recovered 
thereon  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum 
per  annum  until  paid  ;  and  the  payment  of  interest  as  afore- 
said shall  not  relieve  any  corporation  from  any  of  the  pen- 
alties or  commissions  prescribed  by  law  for  neglect  or  refusal 
to  furnish  reports  to  the  auditor  general,  or  to  pay  any  claim 
due  to  the  commonwealth  from  such  corporation :  Provided^ 
That  the  auditor  general  shall  first  have  sent  to  such  corpo- 
ration a  statement  of  amount  due. 

Section  14.  That  all  taxes  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  a  Taxestobeiiens, 
lien  upon  the  franchises  and  property,  both  real  and  peraonal, 
of  corporations  and  limited  partnerships,  from  the  time  the 
said  taxes  are  due  and  payable ;  and  whenever  the  franchises  To  be  first  paid 
or  property  of  a  corporation  or  limited  partnership  shall  be  2?  wiesf*'**^  ' 
sold  at  a  judicial  sale,  all  taxes  due  the  commonwealth  shall 
first  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale, 
before  any  judgments,  mortgages  or  other  claims  which  shall 
be  entered  of  record  or  become  a  lien  after  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

Section  15.  That  no  corporation  or  limited  partnership

commonwealth  have  been  fully  paid  into  the  state  treasury, 
and  the  certificate  of  the  auditor  general,  state  treasurer,  and 
attorney  general  to  this  effect  fil^  in  the  proper  court,  with 
the  proceedings  for  dissolution. 

Section  16.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  no  for- 
eign corporation,  except  foreign  insurance  companies,  which 
does  not  invest  and  use  its  capital  in  this  commonwealth, 
shall  have  an  office  or  offices  in  this  commonwealth  for  the 
use  of  its  officers,  stockholders,  agents  or  employ^,  unless 
it  shall  first  have  obtained  from  the  auditor  general  an  an- 
nual license  so  to  do,  and  for  said  license  every  such  corpo- 
ration shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury,  for  the  use  of  the 
commonwealth,  annually,  one  fourth  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar 
of  capital  stock  which  said  company  is  authorized  to  have, 
and  the  auditor  general  shall  not  issue  a  license  to  any  cor- 
poration until  said  license  fee  shall  have  been  paid.  The 
auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  are  hereby  authorized  to 
settle  and  have  collected  an  account  against  any  company 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section,  for  the  amount  of 
such  license  fee,  together  with  a  penalty  of  fifty  per  centum 
for  failure  to  pay  the  same :  Provided^  That  no  license  shall 
be  necessary  for  any  corporation  paying  a  tax  under  any  pre- 
vious section  of  this  act,  or  whose  capital  stock  or  a  majority 
thereof  is  owned  or  controlled  by  a  corporation  of  this  state 
which  does  pay  a  tax  under  any  previous  section  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  That  all  mortgages,  money  owing  by  solvent 
debtors,  whether  by  promissory  note,  penal  or  single  bill, 
bond  or  judgment,  also  all  articles  of  agreement  and  accounts 
bearing  interest,  owned  or  possessed  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons whatsoever,  (except  notes  or  bills  for  work  or  labor 
done,  and  all  obligations  given  to  banks  for  money  loaned, 
and  bank  notes,)  also  all  shares  of  stock  in  any  bank,  bank- 
ing or  savings  institution  or  company,  now  or  hereafter  in-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  d:c.^  That  in  all  actions  hereafter 
to  be  brought  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  commonwealth,  in 
the  name  of  the  husband  and  wife,  for  the  use  of  the  wife, 
to  recover  damages  for  injuries  done  to  the  wife,  eyidence 
may  be  given  to  show  the  value  of  the  wife's  services  and

To  provide  for  the  better  security  of  lifb  and  limb,  in  cases  of  fire  in 
hotels  and  other  buildings. 

Whebsas,  In  consequence  of  fires  breaking  out  in  hotels, 
factories  and  other  high  buildings,  many  lives  have  been 
lost  and  great  personal  injuries  suffered,  through  the  want 
of  efficient  means  of  escape  therefrom,  independently  of  the 
ordinary  internal  stairways;  therefore, 

Sbotion  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dbc.^  That  all  the  following  de- 
scribed buildings,  within  this  commonwealth,  to  wit:  Every 
building  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum 
or  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  every  store- 
house, factory,  manufactory,  or  work-shop  of  any  kind,  in  which 
employes  or  operatives  are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the 
third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house  or  building  in 
which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodges  or  families,  and 
every  public  school  building,  when  any  of  such  buildings  are 
three  or  more  stories  in  height,  shall  be  provided  with  a  per- 
manent safe  external  means  of  escape  therefrom  in  case  of 
fire ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  or  keepers  of 
such  hotels,  of  the  owners,  superintendents  or  managers  of 
such  seminaries,  colleges,  academies,  hospitals,  asylums, 
store-houses,  factories,  manufactories  or  work-shops,  of  the 
owners  or  landlords  of  such  tenement  houses,  or  their  agents, 
and  of  the  board  of  school  directors  of  the  proper  school 
district,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  afiUxed  to  every  such 
building  such  permanent  fire  escape.

Every  person  whose  duty  it  is  by  the  firbt  sec-  ^1^1,11^- for 
tion  of  this  act  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  affixed  to  any  of  damages  sua- 
said  buildings   such  external  fire  escape,  and  every  such  of^JJcapesT**** 
school  district,  shall  also  be  liable  in  an  action  for  damages, 
in  case  of  death  or  personal  injury  sustained  inconsequence 
of  fire  breaking  out  in  any  such  building  and  of  the  absence 
of  such  efficient  fire  escape  ;  and  such  action  may  be  main- 
tained by  any  person  now  authorized  by  law  to  sue  in  other 
cases  of  similar  injuries;  all  persons  failing  to  comply  with  Penalty  for  non- 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  siiall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  Sc™^  *°««^t 
exceeding  ($30u)  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
fines  and  forfeitures  are  now  by  law  collectible.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  from  and  after  the  pss- 
gery!™enncd!''*^'  Sage  of  this  act,  the  terms  sodomy  and  buggery,  as  and 
where  used  in  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  be  a  carnal  copulation  by  human  beings  with 
each  other  against  nature  res  veneria  in  ano^  or  with  a  beast, 
and  shall  be  taken  to  cover  and  include  the  act  or  acts  where 
any  person  shall  willfully  and  wickedly  have  carnal  knowl- 
edge, in  a  manner  against  nature,  of  any  other  person,  by 
penetrating  the  mouth  of  such  person ;  and  any  person  wlio 
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shall  wickedly  suffer  or  permit  any  other  person  to  wickedly 
and  indecently  penetrate,  in  a  manner  against  nature,  his  or 
her  mouth,  by  carnal  intercourse,  he,  she  and  every  such  per- 
son, committing  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid  or  suffering  the 
same  to  be  committed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
crime  of  sodomy  or  buggery,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  punishment  now  prescribed  by  law  for 
the  crime  of  sodomy  or  buggery.

To  an  act  for  the  refnilation  of  boroaghs,  approved  the  third  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Section  1.  lie  it  enacted^  <fc.,  That  the  several  courts  of 
quarter  sessions  within  this  commonwealth,  by  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  grand  jury  of  the  county,  shall  have 
power  to  change  the  limits  of  any  borough  incorporated 
under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  to  decree 
such  alterations  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient. 

Section  2.  When  an  application  is  made  to  the  court  by 
the  inhabitants  of  any  lots,  ontlots  or  other  tracts  of  land, 
adjacent  to  a  borough,  to  be  annexed  to  said  borough,  it  shall 
be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  free- 
holders residing  within  the  limits  to  be  annexed,  and  shall 
set  forth  a  particular  description  of  the  boundaries,  exhibit- 
ing the  courses  and  distances  in  words  at  length,  and  be  ac- 
companied with  a  plot  or  draft  of  the  same;  it  shall  also 
appear  by  proof  satisfactory  to  court,  that  a  notice  of  the 
intended  application  has  been  personally  served  upon  the 
burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  and  the  supervisors 
of  the  township  in  which  the  petitioners  then  reside,  and 
that  public  notice  has  been  given  of  such  application  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  of  the  proper  county,  by  publication  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty  days  immediately  before  the 
petition  shall  be  presented. 

Section  3.  The  court  shall  cause  the  aforesaid  application 
to  be  laid  before  the  grand  jury  when  in  session,  and  if  a 
majority  of  said  grand  jury,  after  a  full  investigation  of  the 
case,  shall  find  that  the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act  have 
been  complied  with,  and  shall  believe  that  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  they  shall  certify  the

Be  it  enacted^  c§c.,  That  the  first  section  of  said 
act,  wliich  reads  as  follows :  "  That  any  person  found  eDter- 
ing,or  being  in  or  upon,  any  railroad  engine  or  car,  whether 
the  same  be  passenger,  freight,  coal  or  other  car,  on  any  rail- 
road in  any  city  or  county  in  this  commonwealth,  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  the  person  or  persons,  or  corporation,  own- 
ing or  operating  the  same,  and  with  the  intention  of  being 
in  or  upon,  riding  or  traveling  upon,  such  engine  or  car, 
without  paying  fare,  or  of  committing  larceny,  violence  or 
destruction  thereon,  or  of  threatening,  Intimidating  or  as- 
saulting travelers,  or  other  persons,  upon  such  engine  or 
cars,  shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifteen  dollars,  which 
penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  district 
in  which  said  offense  was  committed  for  the  use  of  said  dis- 
trict ;  and  such  person  so  convicted,  shall  be  committed  to

Providing  for  the  propagation  and  protootion  of  fish,  and  appropriating 
moneys  therefor. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enaqfed^  <fcc..  That  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
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hereby  appropriated  for  expenditure  during  the  present  and 
coming  two  fiscal  years  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  state 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  or  warrants  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  hatching 
and  propagating  useful  tribes  of  food  fishes,  and  to  stock 
and  supply  all  the  streams,  lakes  and  fresh  waters  of  the 
commonwealth  with  the  same,  by  distributing  the  impreg- 
nated spawn  or  fry  of  the  said  tribes  of  fishes  to  all  parts  of 
the  state,  under  proper  regulations,  and  for  the  dissemination 
of  any  varieties  of  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  state,  and  to 
employ  the  necessary  labor,  material  and  implements  there- 
for, and  to  pay  the  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses  of  said 
fishery  commissioners,  and  the  salaries  of  the  fish  wardens 
and  water  bailiffs  they  may  appoint:  Provided^  That  the  said  Acconnt.  tobo 
commissioners  shall  file  annually  with  the  auditor  general  an  fliodwtihauauur 
account  of  all  moneys  expended  and  services  rendered,  and  *®"**'*^- 
produce  and  file  the  proper  vouchers  for  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  state  fishery  commissioners  are  hereby  Fishwayatobe 
authorized  and  required  to  cause  to  be  constructed,  by  con-  co»i«traote*»- 
tract  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders,  after  due 
public  notice,  approved  fish  ways  or  ladders  for  the  passage 
of  migratory  or  anadromous  fishes  in  the  public  streams  of 
the  state,  as  follows :  One  in  the  Columbia  dam,  in  addition 
to  the  one  therein  erected  by  the  fishery  commissioners,  by 
the  act  of  assembly,  of  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy -three,  and  if  deemed  feasible  and  ad- 
visable by  said  board  a  modification  of  the  original  fishway 

constructed  in  the  year  eighteen    .    .  ,  by 

Colonel  James  Worrall,  fish  commissioner ;  one  in  Green's 
dam,  at  Clark's  Ferry ;  one  in  the  Shamokin  dam,  and  one 
in  the  first  dam  in  the  Juniata  river  above  its  confluence  with 
the  Susquehanna  river ;  to  be  built  and  constructed  in  a  sub- 
stantial manner,  in  the  most  approved  method,  to  admit  of 
the  passage  of  fish,  and  so  as  to  do  no  unnecessary  injury  to 
said  dams  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  now  used : 
Provided^  That  the  one  in  the  Columbia  dam,  as  well  as  the 
remodeling  of  the  old  one,  if  deemed  advisable,  shall  be 
completed  during  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  and  the  others  in  succession  in  their  order  named  ;  the 
Clark's  Ferry  and  Shamokin,  and  one  in  the  Juniata,  to  be

exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  one-half  to  the  informer  and 
the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  county  wherein  such  con- 
viction is  had,  and  suffer  an  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not 
less  than  six  months  or  more  than  three  years,  or  either  or

Whebbab,  Daring  the  past  six  years,  efforts  have  been  preamble, 
made  on  the  part  of  the  fish  commissioners  of  the  United 
States  and  the  commissioners  of  fisheries  of  the  states  of 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  to  stock  the  waters  of  this 
state  with  salmon,  and  particularly  to  stock  the  Delaware 
river,  with  a  view  to  making  that  river  a  salmon  producing 
stream,  for  which  purpose  considerable  sums  of  money  have 
been  expended  by  the  two  states  above  named : 

And  whereas^  The  number  of  salmon  taken  in  said  Dela- 
ware during  the  last  shad  fishing  season,  furnishes  evidence 
that  these  efforts  will  meet  with  the  anticipated  success,  and 
the  revenues  from  our  river  fisheries  be  greatly  increased,  if 
sufficient  protection  is  afforded  to  these  fish  to  allow  them 
to  ascend  the  river  at  the  spawning  season,  and  continue  by 
natural  process  the  work  of  popidating  the  waters ;  there- 
fore.

herein  provided  for,  invite  sealed  proposals  for  contracts  to 
furnish  all  stationery,  paper,  supplies  and  fuel  used  in  the 
legislature  and  the  departments  of  the  government,  and  dis- 
tributing of  the  laws,  journals,  department  reports  and  other 
printed  matter,  and  the  repairing  and  furnishing  the  halls 
and  rooms,  and  appurtenances  and  fixtures  thereof,  used  for 
the  meeting  of  the  general  assembly  and  its  committees: 
Provided^  That  the  schedules  shall  in  no  event  be  published, 
but  simply  that  proposals  are  invited,  and  that  schedules  may 
be  obtained  on  application  at  the  office  of  the  said  officer.

SxGTiON  1.  Be  it  enacted  J  ^c,  That  in  all  counties  of 
this  commonwealth  where  there  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
a  population  of  not  less  than  sixty  thousand  inhabitants,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc,^  That  all  moneys  that  may 
be  dne  from  any  person  or  persons  to  any  and  ^Yetj  laborer, 
for  work  done  in  and  about  the  cutting,  peeling,  skidding, 
hauling  and  driving  of  saw-logs,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months  prior  to  the  death  or  assignment  for  the  benefit 
of  creditors  of  the  employer  or  employers,  or  to  a  sale  of 
said  saw-logs  upon  execution,  process  against  said  employer 
or  employers,  shall  be  preferred  and  first  paid  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  any  executor's,  administrator's,  assignee's,  sher- 
iff's  or  other  officer's  sale  of  said  saw-logs,  as  the  property 
of  the  employer  or  employers :  Provided^  That  not  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  laborer  shall  be  prefer- 
red under  this  act. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  laborer  claiming 
a  preference  under  this  act,  by  himself,  his  agent  or  attorney, 
to  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  his  claim,  before 
the  sale,  to  the  executors,  administrators,  assignee,  sheriff 
or  other  oflAcer  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  sell  said  saw-lc^s, 
otherwise  his  claim  shall  not  be  preferred  under  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc.<,  That  clause  four,  of  section  Act  amended, 
thirty-four,  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,"  ap- 
proved the  twenty-ninth  dvy  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  which  reads  as  follows: 

**  Before  any  such  water  company  shall  proceed  to  occupy 
any  land  or  enclosure,  or  to  obtain  and  use  any  material 
therefrom,  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  section,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof 
for  the  purchase  of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  or 
as  to  the  amount  of  injury  sustained  thereby ;  but  in  case 
they  cannot  agree,  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  provided  in 
section  forty-one  of  this  act:  Provided^  That  companies 
organized  for  any  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  eighteenth 
clause  of  the  second  section  of  this  act,  and  not  having  for 
their  object  the  supplying  of  any  village,  borough  or  city 
with  water,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  priveleges  and  powers 
12  Laws. 
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conferred  by  the  said  eighteen  clause,  and  the  right  to  take 
lands,  waters  or  rivulets  shall  be  exercised  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  forty-first  section  of  this  act,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended,  as  follows : 

Before  any  such  water  company  shall  proceed  to  occupy 
any  land  or  enclosure,  or  to  obtain  and  use  any  material

To  regulate  the  manuflBtoture  and  sale  of  oommeroiaL  fertilizers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc.j  That  every  package  of  com- 
mercial fertilizer  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  for  ma- 
nural  purposes,  within  this  commonwealth,  shall  have  plainly 
stamped  thereon  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  the  place  of 
manufacture,  the  net  weight  of  its  contents,  and  an  analysis, 
stating  the  percentage  therein  contained  of  nitrogen,  or  its 
equivalent  in  ammonia  in  an  available  form,  of  potash  8olu> 
ble  in  water,  of  soluble  and  reverted  phosphoric  acid,  and  of 
insoluble  phosphoric  acid  :  Provided^  That  any  commercial 
fertilizer  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  which  shall  con- 
tain none  of  the  above  named  constituents,  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Skotion  2.  Every  manufacturer  or  importer  of  commer- 
cial fertilizers,  as  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act,  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next  ensuing,  or  before 
offering  the  same  for  sale  in  this  commonwealth,  file  annually 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  an  affida-
